Kingsland Smith Tells of His Visit in 
Sweden’s Famous Harbor and 
Shipping Port. 


Factors Which Work Against Importations 
of American Flour Into Sweden 
and Norway. 


Coming north from Copenhagen I left 
that capital at 11 a. m. to go to Helsingér. 
A new railway has been constructed via 
Rungsted, close along the shore of the 
Island of Sealand, by which the time has 
been cut down to one hour from Copen- 
hagen to Helsingér. At the latter place I 
found a small steam-ferry awaiting us. 
On this, four cars of our train were trans- 
ferred across the water. As the ferry-boat 
left Helsingér, we had a good view of a 
very interesting old fortress called Kron- 
borg. Though a trip across on the ferry 
did not take over 20 minutes, it was pretty 
rough, so that some of the passengers 
succumbed to mal de mer. t Helsing- 
borg, customs i tors came through 
the train to examine our hand-baggage, 
the trunks not being examined till we 
reached Gothenburg. The railway line 
from Helsingborg to Gothenb runs 
along the coast so very closely, that, at 
most places, we had a view of the water. 
Ihad my confidence in the infallibility of 
the hotel portier shaken on this trip, for 
didhe not inform me that there was a 
ie the train, so that I could 
have lunch on the road? In consequence 
of this information I went away with only 
a very light and early breakfast at Copen- 
hagen. I found, however, that there was 
no dining car on this road, and we 
did not reach any restaurant till about 
3 o’clock, when we came to Halm- 
stad. Here I was thoroughly initiated 
into the Swedish way of waiting on my- 
self, On entering the station dining room, 
I noticed a very well dressed gentleman 
ry out soup, but thought that he 
could hardly be a waiter. When I saw him 
leive the table, after filling one dish, car- 
rying his soup with him to a small side 
table, where he sat down and proceeded 
to eat it, I concluded that it was a case 
of everyone for himself, so I followed the 
example of the aforesaid gentleman. In 
the middle of the dining room was a long 
table covered with a great variety of cold 
relishes. These are known in Sweden as 
‘smo brod,’’ and it is customary here 
to begin the dinner by taking a plentiful 
assortment of these relishes, together with 
suine strong spirit called aquayit. This is 
8\:pposed to = you in condition to do 
justice to a dinner. Though I have a lik- 
ing for experimenting on new things, I 
must say that I have not yet had courage 
enough to begin a dinner with smorgas 
brod. On the center table in Halmstad, 
rosé meats and vegetables were also to be 
found, and the passengers, after eating 
thvir soup, got up and helped themselves 
to .nything on the center table that suited 
th-m, and returned to their places at the 
little side tables arranged around the 


room,

it seemed ve pleasant, as we jour- 
eyed through Sweden, to notice the 
yooden houses, so familiar to an Ameri- 
vo, but such an unusual sight in Europe. 
Denmark, for instance, the houses 
of stone and brick; but in Sweden, in 
country as well as in the smaller 
vos, the wooden houses seem to prevail. 
evening approached we had some very 
seautiful effects of the evening light on 
_sea, and at some places rocky points 
‘jected far out into the sea. I re- 
inber one such point that was sur- 
unted by an old wooden wind- 
ll, that seemed to be there expressly 
the purpose of making a picturesque 
one. Nearest the train was the dark 
ore, dotted here and there with black 
ks. Then came a sheet of white water, 


then the rocky point with the windmill, 

and, as far beyond as eye could reach, was 

the water of the North sea. . The sky was 

ruddy with the golden hue of the setting 

sun, against which one or two distant 

ships were sharply aus yan as silhouettes.

In the evening, about 7 o’clock, we 
reached Gothenburg, where I secured a 
comfortable room at the Grand hotel. 
The principal object that I found in the 


loss to account for the smoke. Owing to 
my ignorance of the Swedish language, I 
was unable to explain matters, till the 
bright idea struck me of going up to the 
stove and saying Jeg har’’ (I have)—one 
of the very few Swedish expressions that 
I knpew—and then pulling the valves the 
way I had done formerly with such an 
unfortunate result. A new light seemed 
to dawn upon the maid, accompanied by 
a feeling of relief at the explanation of

room was the enormous Swedish stove. 
These stoves are a great institution in 
Sweden. They have a system of sliding 
valves with cords hanging down at the 
sides, and no doubt these valves in the 
hands of the initiated produce very supe- 
rior results, but I must warn American 
travelers to beware of them, or else they 
may repeat my experience. Thinkin 
that the room was warm enough, an 


the mystery. I have since been told that 
these valves close the stove quite tight, 
and that, after the first smoke has passed 
away, it is customary to close them, when 
the embers will continue to heat the stove 
for the whole night. Here in Norway 
they have very few such stoves; their 
place being taken by iron stoves, which 
are styled magazine-stoves, burning coke 
or coal. They are not arranged like our

that I would moderate the heat by closing 
the dampers, I pulled on the cords. Pres- 
ently, smoke began to pour into the room 
in volumes. When I saw that I had evi- 
dently made a miscue, I replaced the 
valves as the chambermaid had left them. 
The maid returned and, noticing the 
great quantity of smoke in the room, be- 
gan looking over the stove to discover 
what was wrong, and, not seeing any- 
thing out of the way, was evidently at a

The day after my arrival in Gothenburg 
being Sunday, I took advantage of it to 
have a look around the town, which I 
found to be a beautiful city, with broad 
streets and many fine buildings. My ho- 
tel was on a street known as Hamngatan 
(harbor street). There are several streets 
of this name, distinguished as ‘‘norra,’’ 


‘‘sodra,’’ ‘‘ostra’’ and ‘‘vestra’’ Hamn- 

tan. Through the Hamngatan, runs a 
arge canal, in which are many small 
coasting and fishing boats, forming a 
piaserenune scene. Looking from the 

impebroen (giant’s bridge), I noticed 
many such boats on the ‘‘stora’’ (large) 
Hamn canal. A pleasing sight also was 
the Christina church, with its tower so 
clearly reflected in the waters of the ca- 
nal. Seouring a bicycle and having armed 
myself with a small map of Gothenburg 
I started out early in the afternoon to find 
the park known as the Slottskogspark, 
which I reached without much difficulty. 
I found it a very attractive park. On one 
side of it isa high rock from the top of 
which a good view can be had, and walks 
and drives were tastefully laid out, mak- 
ing the park a pleasant place of resort. A 
long winding road, skirted by some run- 
ning water, was a very attractive feature. 
In the center of the park is a pond, at 
one side of which is a small restaurant, 
and here a band of a few pieces was per- 
forming. The park was well frequented 
by pleasure seekers, many being on bicy- 
cles, like myself. After resting awhile at 
the restaurant, I decided to navigate to a 
place which I saw indicated on the map 
as Lorenzberg, turning out to be a sort of 
pleasure resort, which I did not enter, but, 
a3 the road seemed good, I continued out 
into the country, going as far as a p 
called Fiissberg, about five miles from 
town. I noticed that the trees were turn- 
ing color, and the appearance of the 
autumn foliage was much like that seen 
in America.

_ Gothenburg is the second largest city in 
Sweden. It has 120,000 inhabitants. Next 
to it is Malmé, with 52,000 inhabitants, 
then a with 36,000, and Gefle 
with 265,500. othenburg has a good har- 
bor, which is practically free from ice. It 
ships three-fourths of the total exports of 
Sweden, and receives one-third of the im- 
ports. Mr. Lindquist, of Brédr. Lind- 
quist, gave me some statistics as to the 
business of Gothenburg, from which I 
learned that the total flour imported in 
1396 amounted to 3,333,884 kilos. 

The high Swedish duty on this article 
has greatly reduced the importation of 
wheat flour to Sweden. At present there 
is some talk of lowering the duty, owin 
to the high price of grain this year. I 
this be done, naturally there would be a 
much better chance of American flour 
finding ite way to Sweden than at present. 
The great advance in the price of Amer- 
ican flour this autumn has also tended to 
check the consumption of it both in 
Sweden and in Norway, for the reason 
that the trade here is very unwilling to 
risk the permanency of high =, or, I 
should perhaps say, of prices as high as 
those now prevailing, for no one knows 
whether present prices are ‘‘high’’ or 
‘‘low,’’ all such matters being relative. 
In consequence of this, nearby flours, like 
the German and even the Danish, have the 
preference. 

Here is one case where slow transit cer- 
tainly cuts down the sales of American 
flour very materially. In fact, I have 
been told by a leading importer of Chris- 
tiania, that his sales of American flour 
would be fully twice as large as they are 
at present if he conld buy flour on the 
same terms as to delivery as he buys meat 
from America. The latter is bought in 
three ways; either for shipment from 

acking house within a specified time, or 
or shipment from seaboard within a 
specified time, or for delivery in Chris- 
tiania within a specified time. If he 
could get flour on these terms to offer to 
the buyers in Scandinavia, he says he is 
certain that his flour trade could be 
doubled. If ever there was a time when 
prompt shipments would seem to be a ne- 
cessity, it certainly is the present. This 
is so use of the fear of the trade here 
that before the flour is received prices 
will have declined. On the other hand, 
if the trade could feel assured that Amer- 
ican flour would be received, say, 
within six weeks from the time 
of shipment, it would feel more dis-

Head-of-the-Lakes—Mills prepare to shut 
down, as ice closes lake navigation; and quiet 
prevails in the flour trade and industry. 

Minneapolis—The output of the Minneapolis 
mills rose to 343,125 bb's, the second largest ont- 
put on record, But sales from the mills dropped 
to 180,000 bbis, compared with 370,000 the week 
before.

port, Consul-General

The blindfold mule of 
America has gradually been divorced from 
the milling business, hence the Ameri- 
canus might find its mission in life alto- 
gether lost, were it not for Consul Jerni- 
gan’s happy discovery, which will enable 
it to take a new lease of the kind of mori- 
bund existence which it regards as life.

THE committee of the New York Prod- 
uce Exchange which decided the case of 
Greenbank vs McCarty, of which we 
spoke in our last issue, has refused a re- 
hearing and, in consequence, the Produce 
Exchange stands committed to the en- 
dorsement of a verdict which has been sel- 
dom paralleled for injustice and defiance of 
sellers’ rights. It seems that the case was 
not submitted to the regular arbitration 
committee of the exchange, but to the 
flour committee which acted as a special 
arbitration committee. This was evident- 
ly a mistake, as the flour committee has 
apparently no higher view of justice than 
to make an example of one mill asa 
warning to others, in behalf of influential 
buyers. It appears that there has been 
some trouble and complaint in New York 
this fall because deliveries contracted for 
flour made from old wheat have been made 
in new wheat flour. This objectionable 
decision was evidently made with intent 
to put an end to this practice; but, inas- 
much as old wheat flour was not stipu- 
lated in this particular contract, the in- 
justice of the verdict is apparent. Unless 
the Produce Exchange chooses, in its own 
behalf, to take this matter up and find a 
way whereby justice van be done, ora 
clearer exposition of the points at issue 
which have led to this decision be placed 
before the milling public, the case will be 
closed, and the damage and injury to the 
exchange which such an absurd decision 
creates will be allowed to remain unre- 

aired. If such is to be the case, and no 
Farther hearing either before the special 
committee or the arbitration committee 
is allowed, the Northwestern Miller will 
do all it possibly can to make the facts 
known to every miller in the United 
States who sells flour in New York under 
the rules of the Produce Exchange; it will 
make it clear to the trade, that where such 
unjust and arbitrary rulings are tolerated 
the standard of commercial honor is too 
apt to be influenced by local considerations 
to make it safe to sell, relying a just 
and fair treatment. Mr. Greenbank should 
appeal from the decision of the special 
committee to the regular arbitration com- 
mittee of the Produce Exchange. If this is 
impossible, the officers of that organiza- 
tion should find some other method of re- 
opening this case; for it will never do to 
let the matter stand as it is. The milling 
»ublic knows too much or too little about 
fe. If the decision is a just and fair one, 
the facts so far shown do not prove it. It 
is in order either to prove conclusively 
that the decision was not biased by local 


prejudices, or to reverse it. A refusal to 
reopen a case—to grant a rehearing—where 
so much doubt exists as to the justice of 
the verdict, is but a stubborn and stupid 
persistence in a wrong course, which 
argues an inherent weakness in the argu- 
ments which lead to the result, and which 
will surely bring the Produce Exchange 
into bad odor with western flour manu- 
facturers.

THE officials of the treasury department 
of the United States ea take a brief 
course in practical milling with much 
benefit to themselves. Ten minutes in a 
flour mill would do the business. In that 
brief time they could learn that ink and 
flour do not blend well, and they could 
see at a glance the asinine stupidity of the 
regulation they have made for the impor- 
tation of Lem cloth, which reads as fol- 
lows: ‘‘ Every piece of bolting cloth import- 
ed for milling purposes must be —— 
with a mark six inches wide, extending 
from selvage to selvage, at intervals of 
not more than four inches and bearing 
the words Bolting Cloth Especially for 
Milling Purposes—in block letters three 
inches in height. The stamping should be 
of a permanent character, but acids or 
chemicals likely to injure the cloth and 
render it in any way unfit for the purpose 
intended need not be used.’’ Now, almost 
anyone save a treasury official would know 
that to stamp bolting cloth, every four 
inches, with block letters three inches 
high and six inches wide, is to defeat the 
second clause in the regulation itself and 
render the cloth totally unfit for the pur- 

ose intended. Cloth so ruined ceases to 

e ‘‘Bolting Cloth Especially for Milling 
Purposes’’ and becomes bolting cloth espe- 
cially for rag dealers’ purposes. The 
stamping of the goods in this ridiculous 
way ruins it for milling purposes as 
effectually as if it were branded with a 
red hot iron. Cloth so stamped does not 
and cannot, bolt fluur. The ink stops up 
the meshes and this, no matter how small, 
seriously impairs the efficiency of the bolt- 
ing quality and affects most disastrously 
the results obtained. Treasury officials do 
not realize the extreme delicacy of the 
bolting process in milling. Under a glass 
even the difference in mesh between num- 
ber twelve and number thirteen cloth is 
hardly perceptible, and yet the miller ob- 
tains very different results in the use of 
these numbers. Clog these meshes with 
even the faintest deposit of ink and their 
usefulness is instantly destroyed. It would 
seem that the Secretary of the Treasury 
ought to be able to see this point without 
requiring the entire milling trade of the 
United States, to the extent of some five 
thousand firms, to humbly present its in- 
dividual and associated petitions calling 
his attention to it and begging relief. 
Common sense and the very slightest in- 
quiry into the facts will show the utter 
absurdity of this regulation, which, if in- 
sisted upon, will make it impossible to use 
silk for bolting purposes. The idea of the 
regulation is, of course, to prevent the 
free importation of bolting cloth for any 
save milling purposes. It is not necessary, 
however, in order to do this to ruin the 
fabric entirely for the purpose intended. 
There are scarcely more than five or six 
importers of bolting cloth for milling pur- 
poses in this country; by placing these 
under heavy bonds and making them ac- 
count for the disposition of every yard 
of silk imported by them, the danger of 
fraud will be obviated without damaging 
the cloth and hurting the quality of 
American flour.

ANOTHER of the millers who participated 
in the memorable excursion to Great Brit- 
ain in 1891, has embarked on the longer 
voyage to the: Great Beyond, from which 
there is no returning. Mr. John M. Cain, 
the well-known miller of Atchison, Kan- 
sas, died last Sunday, of pneumonia. His 
illness was sudden and acute, and brought 
an end to a useful and successful ca- 
reer which had extended over the com- 

aratively short period of fifty-eight years. 
Mr. Cain will be remembe by the mem- 
bers of the millers’ excursion as a very 
quiet and unobtrusive gentleman who 
made the trip accompanied by his wife 
and two children. Asa miller and busi- 
ness man, Mr. Cain achieved the success 
he sought, and did so by following an 
honorable and straight-forward course. 
His mill was recently destroyod by fire 
and he was maturing plans for its rebuild- 
ing when death put an end to his activi- 
ties. The trade loses in him an energetic, 
upright and prominent member, and his 
family and friends sustain an irreparable 
loss.

THE powdered corn-starch people are 
making, they claim, a product which far 
surpasses corn flour for ‘‘blending’’ pur- 
poses; one that is cheaper, less easily 
traced, and far more profitable to the 
‘‘blender.’’ If this be true, the makers 
and sellers of the corn-flour mixture, which 
has been masquerading as pure wheat 
flour in certain markets, may discover 
competition which bites them even harder 
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than they have been able to bite the legiti- 
mate millers by their underhanded and 
dishonest practices. The ‘‘miller’? who 
has been making money out of the bastard 
product of corn and wheat, and who has 
driven honest competitors out of the field, 
may in turn—and we sincerely hope he 
will—get a taste of hisown medicine; for, 
the powdered corn-starch mixer will sure- 
ly have him.on the hip. We hope the taste 
of the medicine will be bitter in his 
mouth, that it will burn its way through 
his hardened conscience, and finally eat 
out its course to his pocket-book, which is 
the only sensitive spot in him. On with 
the dance! Let the corn-flour adulterater 
be harried by the powdered corn-starch 
adulterater. It is dog-eat-dog, and the 
trade will be glad when both combatants 
are destroyed.

The downward path of industrial dis- 
honesty leads ever to lower levels of de- 
pravity; and the miller who starts out 
to tread it goes onward and downward 
to the final perdition of ruin and dis- 
aster—to the fate which his lack of char- 
acter and business honor well merits. 
Hasten the day when the yielding to 
temptation to the extent of a five per cent 
mixture of corn flour has increased to a 
more liberal view, say, ten percent; when 
ten per cent does not yield unclean profit 
enough, and fifteen per cent is added; 
when a twenty per cent competitor is dis- 
covered, and twenty-five per cent is neces- 
sary to silence him. On down the grade, 
conscience smothered, honor a mockery, 
reputation a mere blind; still further, un- 
til the alleged wheat flour ceases to fool 
even the ignorant ‘‘ poor white trash’’ and 
the ; rene negro has repudiated it; 
still down hill until the once solicitous 
and tempting buyer of adulterated brands, 
demanding cheaper and still cheaper 
a“ finally scoffs at even the lowest 

gures of the wretched adulterater and 
finds a way of beating him at his own 
game. Dropping lower and lower at each 
turn of trade’s wheel, long past are the 
land-marks on the road to business hades 
when there was twenty cents a barrel in 
the nefarious traffic, when ten marked the 
profit, when five disappeared, and when 
it was a scratch to get outevep. Pretty 
near bottom now, but there is more to 
follow, —still lower depths to sound. The 
powdered corn-starch man can easily beat 
the plain corn-flour adulterater, and he 
has no hesitation in doing it. On with 
the carnival of debased staudards! The 
corn-starch man has his day of profit 
quickly yielding to loss. If this product 
can be used profitably and without detec- 
tion, there are a thousand mixers: and 
blenders and counterfeiters ready to buy 
it and foist it on the market, and the 
manufacturers will find them out and sell 
them just as freely for cash as they sold 
the poor fool of a miller who thought he 
had discovered « way of making money 
by a new and very easy method. 

¥ * * 

AFTER corn starch comes something still 
cheaper; it is but a question of time, and 
a result of this sort of competition. The 
standard goes lower and lower, and the 
once honorable miller who made honest 
goods, but yielded to the temptation to 
adulterate, drops with it until at last he 
wakes to find himself groveling at the very 
bottom, in the sub-cellar of commercial 
depravity, discredited, dishonored, dis- 
owned, just a poor broken-down counter- 
feiter and juggler whose tricks are known 
and who can no longer perform them 
with profit to himself, or with satisfac- 
tion to his master, the purveyor of cheap 
flour. Such is the finis—the ultimate, the 
final. The Almighty made it so from the 
beginning as the unavoidable result of dis- 
honorable ways. It was so from Adam’s 
time; it is so now, and must forever be so 
as long as man lives on earth. Is this 
picture overdrawn? No, it is not depicted 
in the half of its true colors. The North- 
western Miller offers it as its prophecy. 
Let us see if time does not justify it. To- 
ward this end, we say without hesitation, 
are traveling at a rapidly increasing pace 
many of those millers who a year or so 
ago began on this infamous course. They 
will not admit it,and still keep up a form 
of decency, still wear a cloak of good rep- 
utation rapidly becoming seedy. But in 
their heart of hearts they know that what 
is said here is true, and in their souls they 
quake at the thought of the end which 
they must inevitably reach. Honest and 
reputable millers of America, who scorn 
to adopt unfair and dishonest methods in 
order to meet competition, stand by your 
principles, defend and preserve the integ- 
rity of your brands, even if thereby you 
are temporarily displaced in your favorite 
markets by the adulteraters. A time will 
come when, sick and disgusted with the 
methods of the enemy, your trade will re- 
turn. See to it that when it does, it finds 
you where you always have been. Nail 
your flag of honest dealing to the highest 
peak of your mill. Let it bear this motto, 
‘Honest Flour Honestly Branded.’’ Shoot 
the false adviser who would_have you low- 
er it, and if you go down in the fierce 
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war of unfair competition you can at least 
yield up your business life as becomes a 
miller and a gentleman, and not die like 
a miserable price-cutting, adulterating 
pirate. . 

-  -— - 

The Illinois State Millers’ association, at 
Springfield, December 1, adopted unani- 
mous resolutions condemning flour adul- 
teration and demanding legislation to 
blot it out. Even the Chicago Board of 
Trade has enlisted in the fight, and has 
drafted a bill drastic enough to strike ter- 
ror into the heart of the corn-starched in- 
dustry. It places a special $500 tax on 
each maker of mixed flour. It requires 
him to brand his product ‘‘mixed flour,’’ 
and stamp upon it the exact weight of all 
the different ingredients. He must, be- 
sides this, tag it with an official label 
cautioning the public not to use the 
stamped package again or remove the con- 
tents without destroying the stamp. A 
special 2c tax for each 10 Ibs of mixed 
product is imposed, in addition to the 
above, upon the manufacturer, packer, or 
repacker. Any person violating the stat- 
ute is liable to a fine of $500 to $5,000 and 
six months to two years’ imprisonment. 
Thus the flour trade joins hands with the 
flour industry to stop fraud and adultera- 
tion in the staff of life. Public sentiment, 
as reflected in the columns of the daily 
press from Minneapolis to Atlanta, is 
with the producers and handlers of pure 
flour against theadulterator. The occupa- 
tion of the adulterator will soon be like 
that of Othello. Its end has been sighted. 

* * *

farmers’ deliveries, there will be plenty 
of opportunities for every farmer in this 
state, who has genuine number one north- 
ern wheat, to obtain a dollar a bushel for 
it at his nearest country elevator. ’'—Pre- 
diction of Mr. Pillsbury, August 24th, 1897. 
Average price of number one northern 
wheat in Minneapolis since then to date of 
writing, about 91sec. 


CURRENT MAILS. 


North Dakota Millers’ association, Min- 
neapolis: ‘‘Local and domestic trade con- 
tinues good, but eastern and foreign 
business is unsatisfactory. We have 
booked, however, some export business. 
Local wheat receipts are quite disap- 
pointing, as we had expected a liberal 
movement after the ground froze and 
plowing could not be done. Stocks in 
fariners’ hands are, without doubt, very 
light.’’ 

H. H. King & Co., Minneapolis: ‘‘We 
were busy last weck getting out all the 
shipments for lake and rail. From present 
outlook, business is likely to be dull for a 
short time, but we believe it will not last 
a great while. So soon as it is definitely 
settled—for a few days at a time—what 
freight rates to the east are to be, we look 
for a more brisk demand. We have 
enough orders on hand to keep running 
for a while yet, and are living in hopes of 
getting more. It’s not hilariously lively, 
however, so far as orders are concerned. ”’ 

F. J. Lord, Tyrone, Pa: ‘‘The flour 
trade in Pennsylvania at present is ina 
good healthy condition. Buyers seem to 
be afraid to lay in any great quantity of 
flour, fearing a big decline in value; con- 
sequently, they have only been buying 
for present needs on the soft places. This 
condition ought to make a good demand 
for flour until spring. Winter flour is be- 
ing used to some extent, where spring 
was used for the past two years; but the 
people, having once learned the compara- 
tive value of the two fur bread, seldom 
go back to the winter wheat flour. As 
soon as prices settle,after the close of navi- 
gation, feed should be in good demand 
in this state, for feeding time has begun 
and much of the surplus of farmers will 
be out of the way.’’ 

W. L. Harvey, New Prague (Minn.) 
Mii'ing Co: ‘‘Business has been dull 
during the last week or two, and we do 
not look to see it much improved until 
after the holidays. Fortunately, we are 
pretty well booked ahead, and have near- 
ly enough orders on our books to run us 
through December, and with the few*we 
would naturally expect, will have no 
difficulty in running full time until Jan. 
1. The demand for millfeed continues 
very good, and we are selling large quan- 
tities to farmers. Consequently, we have 
very little to ship at the present time. 
We rather expect to see wheat prices weak- 
er, until after Jan. 1, at least, and do not 
look for a very brisk demand for flour 
notil well into the new year. But we 
cannot help feeling that mills fortunate 
enough to have stocks of wheat to draw 
from will do a good business on the lat- 
ter half of the crop, irrespective of the 
price of the May and July option.’’

Sales of Minneapolis mills 
proper approximated 180,000 bbls, com- 

ared with 370,000 bbls the week before. 

he weakness of wheat tended to keep 
domestic buyers out of the market, and 
the trade done in that quarter was very 
light. Complaints are made that prices 
in the past 20 days have been cut to pieces 
ina way that is a spectacle, and those 
who would have things on a more busi- 
ness-like basis, lament at the perverseness 
of their competitors. There were some 
mills that did a fair business abroad, par- 
ticularly in Glasgow and London, but 
others did little or nothing in export. 

Prices of patent are about 10c lower than 

a week ago, with clear not much changed.

P. E. Hickey, Wisconsin agent for the 
Washburn, Crosby Co., was at headquar- 
ters Sunday and Monday. He reports 
flour salesmen unusually numerous in 
Wisconsin just now. 

Low-grade flour is quiet and slow of 
sale, being quotable at $1.75@2.10 per 
bbl, in jute, according to quality. There 
is a decided variation in the quality, as 
the range would indicate. 

Amsterdam c. i. f. quotations of Min- 
neapolis mills were today: First clear, 
per 220% lbs, 12'44@12% guilders; second 
clear, 8'44@9'4 guilders. Local millers are 
doing comparatively little in this market. 

In our cooperage department will be 
found particulars of the litigation by the 
Pillsbury company to prevent the use of 
the barrel-branding macbine it has adopt- 
ed, the United States court enjoining de- 
ae against the further uso of the de- 
vice. 

L. C. Babcock, of the L. C. Babcock 
Hardware Co., Billings, Mont., which op- 
erates a mill at that place, was in Minne- 
apolis last Wednesday. It is reported that 
out in his country, they shut tenes when 
the profit on flour gets below $1 per bbl, 
considering business poor! 

Northwestern mills Friday reduced west 
ern prices 10c per bbl, today (Tuesday) 
holding patent at $5 per bbl, in sacks, 30 
days’ draft, for delivery in Iowa, Illinois 
and Wisconsin points, outside of Chicago 
and Milwaukee; bulk shorts at $10.50 per 
ton, and bran at $9.50, in mixed cars, 30 
days’ draft. 

EK. M. Higgins, Armour’s man, has been 
on ’chauge for several days, presumably 
buying cash wheat for shipment to Chica- 
go. It is said that 500,000 bus or more have 
thus been engaged. Peavey & Co. are 
also credited with the intention of ship- 
ping 500,000 bus or over to Chicago, in or- 
der to take advantage of the handsome 
difference between the Minneapolis and 
Chicago December price. 

A year ago, certain northwestern mills 
were in the unpleasant position of having 
their clear sold ahead, but with no orders 
for patent. The latter was slow of sale, and 
a good deal of running had to be done to 
meet the contracts on clear. This season, 
they will be wary of getting caught in 
the same way, and, therefore, while first 
clear is in very good demand for export, 
the miller wants to dispose of a propor- 
tionate quantity of patent in his transac- 
tions. At the present time, the millers 
are well caught up on orders, and have 
both grades to offer. 

C. E. French, the Minneapolis miller, 
is acquiring quite a reputation through 
the weekly letters he contributes to the 
Northwestern Miller. Mr. French is a 
very close student of the course of the 
wheat market, and in his statements has 
the nerve to express his honest convic- 
tions, whether they be on the bear or bull 
side. He is also broad and frank enough 
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to acknowledge a mistake when one is 
made. Therefore his opinions are r 
with much interest = the trade, unusual 
weight being attached to them by many 
millers, flour men and other. readers of 
this paper. 

If there is any change in the money 
market it is weaker, with those having 
paper to sell able to get pretty much their 
own rate of interest. he attached quo- 
tations will give an idea as to the basis 
on which money can be had.

lo these rates a brokerage is sometimes added 
and sometimes not. Local money is abnormally 
easy, with banks asking 3 to 8 per cent, accord- 
ing to quality of paper. 

In the case of the New Prague, Mipn., 
Milling Co. vs Michael Schreiner, ex- 
ecutor, the supreme court has decided in 
favor of the defendant, sustaining the 
lower court. The case pertained to praop- 
erty of Michael Simimer, whose wife is a 
principal in the milling company. The 
court holds that ‘‘the grantee of a pur- 
chaser at an assignee sale, in insolvency 
proceedings, cannot avoid a mortgage 
placed upon the property before the as- 
signment by the insolvent debtor, upon 
the ground of fraud or want of considera- 
tion in the inception of the mort- 
gage, where the assignee advertises the 
property for sale subject to the mortgage, 
accepts bids on such condition and by 
consent of the court sells accordingly.’’ 

While the railroads have done nothing 
toward adjusting all-rail rates on flour to 
the Atlantic seaboard, shippers appear 
certain that a few lines, at least, will make 
all-rail rates on the basis of 25c per 100 
lbs, Minneapolis to New York, no avross- 
lake rate being taken into account. This 
is mg b grpes upon for domestic busi- 
ness, while a rate equivalent to 1@2c less 
is expec to be available on export ship- 
ments. The railroads themselves do not 
appear to be any nearer together as to the 
division of the through rate, than former- 
ly. The eastern or trunk lines wanted to 
take out’ 3c for lighterage charges, and 
then make the division on the basis of 
two-thirds to themselves and one-third to 
the western roads. To this the latter de- 
murred, wanting, instead, a straight one- 
third and two-thirds division. The all- 
rail lines now seem to have taken mat- 
ters in their own hands and made rates 
on the basis above outlined. 

The North Dakota Millers’ association 
has in operation at Buffalo, hs 
blending plant with a capacity for hand- 
ling 1,400 bbls of flour daily. It is in 
charge of H. P. Gill, a miller of the 
northwest having the fullest practical 
knowledge of the requirements of such a 
plant. The association has a very com- 
petent superintendent miller in Arthur 
Miller. hile he is making every effort 
to harmonize the products of the various 
mills of the association, the trade well 
understands how impossible it is to have 
two mills make flour exactly alike. In 
filling large orders for certain grades, the 
association was formerly handicapped by 
such inequality; but by the use of the 
blending plant, these differences are en- 
tirely equalized, and a flour turned out 
that is uniform and even in all respects. 
Thus a very important end is attained. 
Should the trade demand it, a blended 
spring and winter flour may later be pro- 
duced here by the association. 

CEREALS AND FEED. 


More or less corn is being shipped from 
here to Manitoba for feed. 

Buckwheat (grain), f. o. b’ Minneapolis, 
is quotable at 75@80c per 100 lbs. 

Minneapolis cereal mills are running 
strongly and have orders ahead on all 
kinds of products. 

Buckwheat has been in very good de- 
mand, though a moderation in the weath- 
er in the past two days will probably af- 
fect it. 

The recent advance in oatmeal is said 
to have been due to the mills inside the 
so-called ‘‘trust’’ and those outside com- 
ing to an agreement. 

An all-rail rate of 45c per 100 lbs is re- 
ported obtainable on bran to Hamburg. 
It is not known that any quantity of feed 
has lately been worked for export. Min- 
neapolis prices are too high to permit of 
business. 

Local brokers report standard bran, in 
200-lb sacks, quotable at $13@13.26 per ton, 
Boston; coarse bran, $13.25@13.75; stand- 
ard middlings, $13.25@13.75; flour mid- 
dlings, $14.50@15; red-dog, $15.75@16 in 
140-1b sacks. 

Rolled oats are unchanged in price. 
While trade is reported quiet, that isa 
common condition at this season of the 
year, as buyers are preparing for their 
yearly settlements. hough some whole- 
salers, doubtless, stocked up when prices 
were low, there were more that did not 
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do so, and now have light supplies on 
hand. 

It is reported from Washington that 
Representative Tawney is preparing a 
measure for introduction in congress, to 
be known as the pure beer bill. Tt is in- 
tended to prevent the sale of adulterated 
beer as pure beer, and will be similar in 
its provisions to the vleomargarine law, 
the object being to enable the consumer 
to distinguish the difference between beer 
made from rye and chemicals and beer 
made from barley. 

The North Dakota Millers’ association 
is placing on the market a spring wheat 
breakfast food which it calls ‘‘Gold Heart 
Wheat Grits.’’ While so far offered only 
in a limited way, a good sale has been 
had on the product, and the associa- 
tion is hopeful of building up a large 
trade. For eastern markets, the grits are 
shipped to Buffalo in jute, and placed in 
packages at the blending plant whicb the 
association is operating there. This is 
done to avoid the higher freight which 
shipment in wooden cases would entail. 
The association is also making and offer- 
ing for sale a germ product, designed for 
bakers in making a health cracker. It is 
composed almost entirely of germ, from 
spring wheat, and, to meet the needs of 
bakers, is sold in sacks or bulk.

Minneapolis Grain Markets. 





December wheat closed today (Monday) 
at 87%c, against 89;c a week ago. May 
closed at 884c a week ago, against 865<c to- 
day. December was somewhat weaker than 
May, but the quotations were simply nom- 
inal. The country is still out of the mar- 
ket to a large extent, though during the 
past few days orders appear to have been 
coming a little faster. 

It is generally" coming to be believed 
that there is more wheat back in the 
country, both winter and spring, than 
was estimated. Reports of experts Tho- 
man and Snow confirm this common be- 
lief. It is understood that their reports 
are made up from information obtained 
from every portion of the country, of a 
character similar to the information ob- 
tained by the agricultural department at 
Washington. While it is commonly be- 
lieved that the Washington report is much 
too low. or usually underestimated, the 
same sources, to these experts, show a 
larger amount than is given by the depart- 
ment. In the last few years, these private 
experts have been claimed pbearer right 
than the government. For that reason 
much confidence is given them. These 
causes of depression, in connection with 
the large increase in port supplies in Ku- 
rope and fair reports from the southern 
hemisphere whose crops are now being 
harvested, with a better condition of affairs 
in our winter wheat that is on the ground, 
and a om report of the winter wheat 
crops of Europe, have overcome the earlier 
feeling that there was a shortage of the 
wheat crop of the world that could hardly 
be made up without great scarcity before 
the year be closed. The movement of win- 
ter wheat in this country appears to be 
very light, but it is commonly believed 
that there are quite large reserves in farm- 
ers’ hands. It is well,known by those who 
have had occasion to investigate the quan- 
tity remaining in farmers’ hands in the 
northwest, that such amount is much 
smaller than usual at this season of the 
year. But, while that is true, there isa 
large quantity constantly coming into 
sight in Minneapolis and Duluth, with re- 
sults on prices that are very disappointing 
to people who have been interested in sus- 
taining them. It is understood that there 
is a good deal of long wheat held outside 
by small speculators, and the present 
breaks for distant futures will cause such 
outside holders to unload, carrying fur- 
ther depression and possibly demoraliza- 
tion to the ranks of the longs. Recently, 
the markets have not responded to the 
parties who are sustaining the December 
market in Chicago, as it did earlier in the 
season. Nor do other markets than Chi- 
cago reflect to aA extent the stimulus to 
wheat by that Chicago deal. 

There is now no country in Europe that 
produces any considerable quantities of 
winter wheat, whose crop condition seems 
to be at all critical. On the other hand, 
the reports all convey the impression that 
conditions are better than usual. After 
all, people who are looking at the probable 
quantity on hand to supply importers’ 
needs, hardly know how to figure out re- 
ceipts enough in Europe to meet the con- 
sumptive demands. It is known that the 
Atlantic coast of America is depended 
upon for the greater part of tho supplies 
that will be needed, and indications point 
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to an earlier ending of the volume of 
wheat to come out than many expect. The 
condition, so many times referred to, that 
spot prices are higher than deferred fut- 
ures, still exists, nnd is the real cause of 
the large movement in the northwest. A 
year ago, country elevators had very much 
more grain than now, and two years ago 
they contained more than twice the pres- 
ent quantity. The best information that 
can be obtained from the farms, is that, 
owing to satisfactory prices, farmers have 
moved their wheat more in proportion 
than in any recent late year. The pros- 
pect is, therefore, that the quantity to 
come forward will be quite as disappoint- 
ing, owing to its meagreness in the latter 
part of the season, as it has been so far 
op account of its large volume. 

Corn is easy, with smaller receipts; No. 
3 yellow, 2ic; No. 38, 28%c; No. 4, 28c. 
Oats are moving freely; No. 3 white, 214c; 
No. 3, 21@2i\c; rye, 4414c for No. 2, with 
moderate movement. Barley is selling at 
26@33c for malting grain, 22\%c for feed 
grain; offerings fair.

Chicago correspondence, Dec. 5: Two 
or three of the lake line agents noti- 
fied local millers and shippers, today, 
that a week longer would be given them 
before a call of halt on receiving tonnage 
would be announced.

C. E. French, of L. Christian & Co., 
Minneapolis, Nov. 27: ‘*‘We have found 
only a fair business during the past week, 
divided between the domestic and British 
markets, and the week closes with prom- 
ise of even less activity than we have had.

Elevators are asking $4 per ton for wheat 
screeniugs at the elevators. Buyers are 
disposed to quote the market prices nearer 
$3.50, though it is reported that sales at 
$3.75 per ton have been made. 

Railroad flour is all cleaned up at Su- 
perior-Duluth, the last cargoes having 
gone east the first of this week. Stocks 
were given Saturday at only 3,200 bbls. 
Shipments of railroad flour for the week 
were reported at 126,550 bbls, compared 
with 141,760 a week ago, and 115,875a 
year ago. 

The Barnett & Record Co., Minneapolis, 
has just taken a contract for building a 
576-ft addition to dock No. 2 of the Duluth, 
Mesaba & Northern railroad at Duluth. 
This improvement will cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $100,000. The same company 
is now engaged in demolishing ore dock 
No. 2 of the Duluth & Iron Range road 
at Two Harbors, Minn., and will rebuild 
it at a cost of $185,000. This dock was 
built about 15 years ago. These improve- 
ments will increase the ore dock capacity 
at these two points about 35,000 tons. 

The fleet of wheat vessels loading grain 
in these harbors will cut stocks down near 
1,500,000 bus this week, leaving only about 
1,000,000 of wheat in store in public 
houses. Of course, current receipts of 
wheat should be added to this showing, 
but they are not heavy at present. The 
wheat rate is now 4c per bu to Buffalo, 
and a great effort is being made to get all 
of the stuff possible out. On Thursday, in- 
surance rates became practically prohibit- 
ive, so that vessels will have to get away 
with their cargoes before that time, or 
pay much higher rates, owing to the ad- 
ditional hazard to boats from ice. Wheat 
stocks a year ago were a little over 2,000, - 
00) bus at the close of navigation. The 
last flour boats are loading and the mills 
will clean their stocks up in good shape 
in the fore part of this week. 

FLAXSEED. 

Stocks of flax Dec. 4 were 642,796 bus. 

Receipts of flax last week were 298,542 
bus; shipments, were 699, 024. 

Stocks of flax next week will be around 
450,000 to 500.000 bus, it is estimated, two 
recent charters having been made for ship- 
ment yet this fall.

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to make sales covering the advance in 
freight rates. Our exchange trade is 
good, and bran and shorts are moving 
iberally at $7.50 and $10 respectively. We 
have a large amount of wheat screenings 
from this wheat crop, but find no diffi- 
culty in disposing of them at $6 per ton. 
Our dockage often runs as high as 26 bus 
to a load of 100 bus. About per cent 
of the wheat tributary to our mill has 
been marketed, and we do not look for a 
very heavy run after the holidays. We 
have all our storage capacity taken with 
wheat. ’’ 

T. W. Millham, who managed the 
burned mill at Ellendale, N. D., will man- 
age the business of the new company 
which is just completing a new plant 
there. 

_J. W. Carroll, who runs the Fargo 
Roller mill, says that he has found the 
market very good for everything up to 
date, and has recent offers for round tae, 
eastern business. 

Ellendale Milling Co., Ellendale, N. D-: 
‘*Our new mill is nearing completion,and 

rospects are that we will be on the mar- 

et Dec. 15, if not sooner. We are a 
month behind what we should be, owing 
to delay in placing the machinery. But 
the plant will be a ‘joy’ to look at, and 
we now have no fears but it will be one 
of the best in the state. Our only fear 
is that we will be troubled to get the 
wheat to grind, as the bulk of it is mar- 
keted and gone. We now expect to put 
in the steam heat and electric plant at 
once. Then we will be ready for opera- 
tions. ’’ 

F. H. Chapman, Jamestown Roller 
Mills, N. D: ‘‘Weare still running full 
time and full capacity, and have a good 
— of orders booked ahead, so that we 
will probably run well up to the holidays. 
Wheat receipts have been heavy all the 
fall, but the cold weather is now getting 
in its work and they show quite a falling 
off the past week. The demand for flour 
continues to be very good and the call 
for feed is unprecedented. We keep 
cleaned up all the time and have been 
obliged to turn down a number of orders. 
This time last year we were snowed in 
and shut down.”’ 

Douglas Leffingwell, Fargo (N. D.) 
Linseed Oil Mills: ‘‘We have stopped ex- 
porting cake since navigation closed, and 
are undecided as to what disposition we 
shall make of it. Before navigation 
closed at Duluth seaboard we were get- 
ting about $1850 per ton here for our 
cake ; now the best we can get is $16.’’ 

The Otter Tail mill at Fergus Falls, 
Minn., has run some this fall under the 
management of Mr. Harris. 

The officers of the Russell-Miller Mill- 
ing Co., which owns mills at Jamestown 
and Valley City, N. D., are E. P. Wells, 
Jamestown, president, and John Russell, 
Valley City, vice president. F. H. Chap- 


man manages the Jamestown mill, and

C. E. French, of L. Christian & Co., 
Minneapolis, reviews the milling situation 
for Dec. 4 by reiterating his statement of 
Nov. 27, which he says is still applicable, 
as follows: ‘‘We have found only a fair 
business during the past week, divided 
between the domestic and British markets, 
and the week closes-with promise of even 
less activity than we have had. The mills 
here are striving to get out ae 
possible before the close of navigation, an 
mo3t of the last boats will sail from the 
lake ports the first week in December. The 

overnment light-houses are usually closed 

ec. 10, though sometimes kept open a few 
days later, but it is at large expense, com- 

ared with the amount of shipping afloat. 
fn the past, navigation of the lakes bas 
been continued as late as Dec. 16,for a few 
steamers, but the season’s business is over, 
practically, by Dec. 10, and the shipments 
from the mills by Dec. 1. Now that win- 
ter freights have advanced flour prices, 
there is no more prospect of further bull 
influences and we advise caution in fut- 
ure purchases. The short ‘- ~ of wheat 
in the world is more than discounted in 
present prices, and the trend of the mar- 
ket for the next three months should be 
toward lower values. Buy what you need 
only, on the breaks, and let the bulger 
alone from now on. We have been con- 
sistent bulls, with one little exception, 
since July 1, but we believe that has now 
become the dangerous side.’’ 





F. L. Greenleaf, Florence Mill Co., 
Minneapolis: ‘‘Trade was light last week, 
but we are well sold ahead, and are of the 
opinion that Minneapolis mills have this 
month’s run in sight. We look for dull 
business in January, as we believe the 
price of wheat in this market will be rel- 
atively higher than in others. We under- 
stand a large amount of wheat will be 
shipped from here to Chicago very soon, 
which naturally will have a tendency to 
stiffen prices here, as all wheat in sight 
will be needed by millers.’’ 





L. B. Fonda, of H. A. Fonda & Son, 
millers, Milton, Pa., recently died. 
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The mills at Indi- 
anapolis this week 
turned out more flour 
than they have for 
several weeks past. 
The output up to to- 
night amounts to 10, - 
463 bbls of flour. The 
6 condition of the trade 
is almost as unsatis- 
factory as it could be. 
While the mills were grinding more stead- 
ily this week, they were going largely on 
orders that had accumulated, and the 
week just closing has not resulted in plac- 
ing many new orders on the books. Dv- 
mestic markets have taken a little more 
freely this week than in the past, but it 
is still almost out of the question to work 
any export trade. While 1t is well known 
that stocks are light in all markets, buy- 
ers do not seem to have much confidence 
in the price of flour at present. They per- 
sist in pursuing a hand-to-mouth method, 
which promises to continue until after the 
holidays at least. It is generally believed, 
and it is sincerely hoped that the belief 
is well founded, that, after Jan. 1, the de- 
mand will increase. 

Wheat deliveries from wagons, while 
light, have improved during the past 
week. The growing crop is now in splen- 
did condition to go into winter quarters. 
I stated in my correspondence, not long 
since, that the acreage in this section was 
apparently short of last year’s, but recent 
investigation does not bear out this state- 
ment. In most sections, it is claimed, 
and figures are produced to prove it, that 
the acreage is substantially the same as 
last year. With favorable weather during 
the winter months, there is no reason 
why we should nut once more enjoy a good 
crop in the winter wheat section. The 
demand for feed has very materially im- 
proved at better prices. The stock of 
wheat in store at Indianapolis today is 
179,632 bus, showing a decrease for the 
week of 12,3801. 

Arthur Gillet, of the Acme Milling Co: 
‘‘Our larger mill has been running full 
time this week, and will continue for an- 
other week at least. The weakening 
wheat market has discouraged the trade 
from taking flour, yet we have booked a 
fair number of orders, for both foreign and 
domestic shipment. Although none of 
them were iarge, they came from all sec- 
tions of our trade territory. The cheaper 
eastern flour, although unsatisfactory, has 
been offering at such discounts, that it 
has of late taken many orders from us. We 
are satisfied, though, that quality will tell 
sooner or later. We are glad to see that 
the subject of food adulteration and imis- 
use of brands is being investigated by the 
department of agriculture. We hope it 
will result finally in something being 
done to stop both of the evils, for there is 
no doubt of their being evils that are 
very demoralizing. ’’ 

George T. Evans: ‘‘ We have been grind- 
ing full time this week, but are nearly up 
with our orders. The fluctuation in wheat 
markets renders buyers cautious, and the 
guesses of so-called crop expert reporters 
vary as the bul! or bear interest dictates. 
We have been looking over receipts of 
wheat from farmers up to Dec. land com- 
paring them with past six years, with es- 
timates of the crop. We figure out that 
farmers have delivered 70 per cent of this 
crop in our section. The demand for feed 
is good at some advance in price.’’ 

Bisanten Milling Co: ‘‘The domestic 
trade has taken enough flour during the 
past week to keep the mill running, but 
we have not been able to work any export 
business, as bids are below the cost of 
manufacture. The demand for feed con- 
tinues good at an advance over previous 
week’s prices, while the offerings of wheat 
are very limited.’’ 

The fine water power milling plant of 
the estate of J. A. Thompson, Edinburg, 
Indiana, has been placed on the market 
forsale. William Threlkeld, of Edinburg, 
has the property for sale, as will be seen 
by his advertisement in this issue. It is 
certainly a very desirable plant, and one 
where a very profitable business can be 
done. 

C. E, Oliver, representing the Minneap- 
olis Flour Mfg. Co., was a visitor at this 
office Friday of this week. 

John Brand, of the Washburn, Crosby 
Co., called today. He reports a very satis- 
factory business in his territory.

INDIANA. 


R. P. Moore Milling Co., Princeton: 
‘The flour market seems to be gone glim- 
mering, so far as being able to supply 
from this section of the state is concerned. 
To more forcibly illustrate this, we will 
quote from a letter which we received from 
a@ correspondent at Norfolk, Va., today: 
‘We have your favor of the 27th ult, quot- 
ing strictly pure winter wheat best patent 
at $5.25 and best straight at $4.80. We 
have quotations of strictly pure winter 
patent at $4.90 and are selling considerable 
at this price. Michigan mills also quote 
fancy straight at $4.50. If you can meet 
these prices, we can send you some busi- 
ness.’ Evidently our Michigan friends 
have a Klondike in the wheat business up 
there. Certainly if they were - paying 
comparative prices with this section of the 
state, they could not sell flour at $4.50 
Norfolk and keep out of the sheriff’s 
hands. We have been shut down part of 
this week for lack of orders, and not by 
reason of making repairs, as is usually 
the case with mills shut down nowadays, 
according to their weekly letters. We, how- 
ever, started up today fora short run to 
fill some small urgent orders. There has 
been some wheat moving recently, but not 
sufficient to cut much figure so far as 
making prices are concerned. The grow- 
ing wheat is looking nice, and we sincere- 
ly hope that the whole winter wheat ter- 
ritory will be blessed with an abundant 
crop next season, so that we may have 
prices on a parity with the whole country ; 
then there’ll be a chance to do some ex- 
= business ee. Our Mr. G. B. 

foore is confined to his home and has 
been for the past two weeks, having taken 
a severe cold, and has barely escaped an 
attack of pneumonia. He is now on the 
mend and will probably be out again in 
a few days.’’ 

McDaniel & Pittman Co., Franklin: 
‘*We have found the flour market rather 
dull with us the past week. Nobody seems 
to want flour. In answer to our letters 
and quotations on flour, the reply comes 
back: ‘We are not inthe market for flour, 
but would like to have samples and quo- 
tations on your different grades of feed.’ 
If this demand for feed continues, we will 
have to run our flour into the feed to sup- 
ply the demand. However, we have sold 
some flour, just the same, and at prices 
that will enable us to wear a clean shirt 
and collar once a week at least. Our grow- 
ing wheat is looking very fine at the pres- 
ent time, and the recent cold spell has 
= it in shape to stand the winter 

etter than it has for some years. If 
some unforeseen danger does not manifest 
itself this winter, we will have the finest 
wheat crop next year we have had for the 
past four or five years. Most all of the 
old wheat is out of the farmers’ hands. 
Corn is almost all gathered here, and 
turned out inferior to last year’s crop.’’ 

Terre Haute letter: ‘‘The only mill 
that has been running in Terre Haute 
this week is the Imperial mill of W. L. 
Kidder & Son, which has been going 12 
hours per day on orders for export and 
some southern points. Feed trade is good, 
and if the wheat would steady down and 
not fluctuate so much, we would have a 
fair trade.’’ 

Goshen Milling Co., Goshen: ‘‘The 
roads are now in splendid condition, but 
our receipts of wagon wheat are moderate, 
as farmers are holding for better prices. 
Rye, corn and oats are moving with mod- 
erate freedom. The weather is decidedly 
wintry, but the growing wheat is protect- 
ed by a light covering of snow and we 
trust is doing well. The flour trade has 
developed no new features. It is still un- 
qualifiedly dull. The domestic trade is 
worse, if anything, than the foreign. Feed 
is in much better demand, and prices are 
about 75c per ton higher. Our local trade 
in both flour and feed is quite satisfac- 
tory. We are running full time and using 
water power only. We hope and believe 
that business will improve, for winter 
wheat millers at least, when lake naviga- 
tion closes. The advance made in the in- 
land rate by the railroad companies Oct. 
15 was a great mistake, and the old rate 
will undoubtedly be again put in force in 
a short time. The day for high rail rates 
has gone by. A 1l5c basis, Chicago to 
New York, is high enough.’’ 

OHIO. 

T. J. Bloom & Son, New Madison: ‘‘The 
milling situation with us is satisfactory. 
We are running full time on orders, most- 
ly for export. We, however, manage to 
secure a domestic order once in a while 
at satisfactory figures. Wheat receipts 
have been liberal, that is, locally, and we 
have taken in a goodly amount of wagon 
wheat this week, and more coming. We 
have a class of wheat here that is raised 
on hard timber, oak, ground and this 
wheat is indeed magnificent. We have 
been getting a great deal of this class of 
wheat this week, and have good results 
from the use of it. Feed trade is fairly 
good, both locally and for eastern ship- 


ment. Buckwheat flour trade is quiet 
with us this week. We cannot quote such 
low values as eastern buckwheat millers; 
still we are selling the usual amount to 
our local trade. eare anxiously await- 
ing the appearance of the holiday number, 
as we are looking for something nice. Re- 
ferring to the past holiday numbers, we 
find that they are still very interesting, 
and we look them over as the opportunity 
for so doing offers.’’ 

Hicks-Brown Milling Co., Mansfield: 
‘*Just the same old story; busy trying to 
figure out a profit, or, rather, to see how 
little loss we have to stand in order to 
my our mill in operation. The past flur- 
ty in wheat brought out a few inquiries 
for flour, whick resulted in booking some 
orders, but not at the same advance as in 
cash wheat. We are running full time, 
and find a better sale for patent and low- 
grade than clear. There has been a good 
demand for feed at fair prices. Receipts 
of wheat from farmers have been fair. 
Still, many think it will reach the $1 mark, 
not being satisfied with what they know 
to be a good price.’”’ 

Shelby Mill Co., Shelby: ‘‘The past 
week has been a busy one with us in com- 
pleting old orders. New business under 
present market conditions has been limit- 
ed. The demand for millfeed continues 
good. At the risk of being classed among 
the crop killers, we wish to call attention 
to the fact that, while the growing wheat 
a week ago looked well, considering that 
it was sown four to six weeks late, the 
cold weather that has followed the past 
few days may be considered very unfavor- 
able. There is no snow on the ground. 
If wheat had nicely stooled out and cov- 
ered the ground, as is generally the case 
at this season of the year, cold weather 
would not have been hurtful, but the 
opinion is freely expressed among our best- 
informed farmers that we will be fortu- 
vate if we raise half as much wheat an- 
other year as we did this. We think, in 
view of the fact that conditions similar to 
those that have existed in Ohio have 
prevailed over the greater part of the win- 
ter wheat area, it would not be wisdom 
for winter wheat millers to book large or- 
ders for future shipment. Should the 
trade become convinced that the prospects 
for another crop were not good, the effect 
on prices might be very marked.”’ 

KENTUCKY. 


Miles & Son, Frankfort: ‘‘The flour 
trade continues very dull and unsatis- 
factory in this territory. The weather 
has continued favorbable for wheat and we 
are beginning to hope now that we may 
have another good crop. It looked a few 
weeks ago as if it would be almost hope- 
less to expect a crop of wheat next season. 
The wheat has come up very well, but it 
has not had time to take vigorous hold of 
life yet, so that it will require very favor- 
able weather during the winter for it to 
pull through.’’ 

Lexington Roller Mills Co., Lexington: 
‘*We are having nice weather. The grow- 
ing crop of wheat continues to improve, 
and we believe the holders will be a little 
more inclined to sell. All of the large 
holders are watching the Chicago deal, 
and are in hopes they will run wheat to 
$1. This price would buy nearly every 
bushel of wheat held for sale in this terri- 
tory. Buyers have not been following the 
advance in wheat, thinking, we suppose, 
that there will be a decline. We look for 
better times. In fact, good times must 
be here now, as this has been horse-sale 
week in Lexington, and horses have 
brought F seon gf good prices. When people 
can pay fancy prices for horses, it fndi- 
cates that times are better, and that they 
are willing to indulge in some of the lux- 
uries of life.’’

cheer today, when I made my usual vis- 
its. ‘‘It’s an ill wind that blows nobody 
good,’’ but this is mighty poor consola- 
tion to the miller who Tee been catching 
the hot end of each wind that has blown 
during the present season. There is,how- 
ever, some good in every evil, if one only 
knows how to extract it. If the rain dis- 
heartens the flour trade and prevents farm- 
ers from delivering their wheat, it, on the 
other hand, benefits the growing crop. A 
good stand is now made certain. The 
rain not only forces the farmer to his 
house, but it forces livestock to cover, 
where it must be fed on millfeed. The 
mills now furnish the major portion of 
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dairy feed, and when the cattle are driven 
to cover bran orders are corresponding] 
increased. The cold that is to follow will 
be the complete obliteration of the yellow 
fever germs in the south, which will less- 
en the prospects of a recurrence of an epi- 
demic of the disease next summer, and 
insures a normal condition of trade rela- 
tions with the south. 

Tennessee millers bave held up remark- 
ably well during the past days of dullness, 
and some of them are. now reaping their 
reward. It is true that business is still 
dull with most of the mills, but some of 
them are running on full time and doing 
a pretty Pe business, including local, 
bly and southern orders. 

he wheat market is rather quiet this 
week, and prices have fluctuated very lit- 
tle; in fact, the hg! change caused by the 
ups and downs of the western market has 
been to cause a corresponding firmness or 
weakness as the case may Wheat is 
solling at 96c for wagon lots and 98c for 
var-load lots. There is still plenty of 
wheat in the garners of the farmers and 
the elevators of the mills, but the owners 
are holding out for $1 or more. It is not 
at all probable that they would turn it 
loose even if the ruling price became a 
dollar. 

There is one thing, however, in the mill 
line that is ex ingly active, and that 
is bran. Mills cannot produce it fast 
enough to keep up with their orders, and 
there is not a mill in this section, which 
is not behind on orders. 

New corn is being marketed, but it has 
not shown the bold front expected b 
some, who predicted it would rise, like 
wheat, by rapid strides, to an unprece- 
dented value. Instead, the market is ex- 
ceedingly quiet, and ruling prices are 322@ 
321¢c for good milling. 

Meal has taken a corresponding tumble, 
and producers are very well satisfied if 
they can dispose of their product to the 
southern trade at 32c per bu. Orders from 
the south have been very seriously re- 
stricted by the resumption of operations 
by local mills all over the south. 

Ruling prices of flour this week are as 
follows: Patent, $4.75; straight,$4.35; ex- 
tra fancy, $4.25; fancy, $4.10; choice, $3.90. 
These prices appear at first glance to be 
remarkably out of proportion to the price 
of wheat, and in fact they are; but it is 
the best the mills can get, and it is better 
to sell at these figures than to cease oper- 
ations. 

Trade is undeniably dull, but the de- 
mand for flour, especially for the lower 
grades, has shown some improvement 
over last week, and this is encouraging. 
Millers believe that with the coming of 
the holidays trade will assume a normal 
condition. They look for no boom, how- 
ever, and do not want a boom. In the 
light of their st experiences they will 
be perfectly satisfied with a normal con- 
dition.

Kansas State Report. | 





The Kansas board of agriculture issued, 
Nov. 24, a final bulletin showing the 
state’s crop yields and farm values and 
the numbers and farm values of live-stock 
for the year 1897. The total yield of 
winter wheat is 60,040,374 bus, worth 
$33,798,612, or almost 160 per cent more 
than last year’s crop. Its average yield 
er acre for the entire state is 15.07 bus. 

he corn crop is 152,140,993 bus, or 69,- 
278,421 less than in 1896, and its value 
$28, 555,293, or $7.077,720 less. Of oats the 
yield is 23,431,272 bus, an increase of 
4,116,501. The value of the crop is $3,828, - 
192; the increased value, $1,121,540; the 
yield per acre, 23.82 bus. Spring wheat 
shows a yield of 986,230 bus, as against 
691,523 in 1896. Its value is $586,691. The 
combined home value of winter and 
spring wheat, corn and oats, is $66,768, - 
788. Of the same crops in 1896 it was 
$15, 071, 930 less. 

The probable total acreage of ‘winter 
wheat sown the present autumon is about 
3,845,000 acres, or an increase over the 
— year of 16 per cent. An increase 
s reported from every county. In spite 
of an unusually dry fall in much of the 
state, a large proportion of the wheat, 
even in those parts, has germinated, is 
growing, und promises well. The price 
of wheat for the year averages for the 
State 75c per bu. 





The managers of the joint traffic as- 
sociation recommend that commodity 
rates authorized Aug. 14, 1897,on glucose, 
from all points in the territory of the 
Central Freight association to the western 
termini of the trunk lines and points east 
thereof, on the basis of sixth-class rates, 
be withdrawn, and that rates thereon be 
be restored to the basis of the official 
classification, effective Dec. 10, 1897, ex- 
cept that glucose in carloads, originat- 
ing at Chicago, East St. Louis, Peoria

Late in the 
week there was a better inquiry from 
abroad for pure soft wheat patent and to- 
day a number of mills in this territory 
report light sales for export. This gives 
a little hope for business next week. It 
is evident, however, that St. Louis is fast 
getting on a hard wheat flour basis and it 
is generally acknowledged that there is but 
little hope of doing anything in soft flour 
until another crop. Sales of patent were 
made this week at $4.65@4.85 and extra 
fancy at $4.25@4. 45. 

St. Louis mills were not active and 
four plants were shut down. The output 
of the St. Louis and East St. Louis 
mills was 15,600 bbls. The output 
of the mills whose product is _ sold 
from St. Louis was given at 62,200 
bbls, against 55,900 last week. A wide 
range is shown by different mills in the 
prices at which they are holding best pat- 
ent.

Receipts for the week amounted to 228, - 
653 bus, against 267,283 last week. Ship- 
ments were 210,650, compared with 127.950 
last week. Despite the pronounced fail- 
ure of the last crop, wheat stocks here are 
almost as large as at same period last year, 
and are nearing the 2,000,000-bu mark. 
The feature of the week was the heavy 
delivery of the actual stuff on contract. 
Several large St. Louis importers secured 
a large amount, and, it is alleged, virtual- 
ly control what is in St. Louis. A lot of 
100,000 bus was loaded out on‘ barges, pre- 
sumably for export. The market by 
grades was regularly dull and buyers 
not tempted by the prices offered on call, 
the result being very little business trans- 
acted. Bids during the week ranged:

MILLERS’ MEETING. 

The annual meeting of the Illinois State 
Millers’ association was held in Spring- 
fleld, Dec. 1. The attendance this year 
was unusually small. There gathered at 
the Selano hotel about 20 millers 
of central and southern Illinois. The 
regular routine of business, which in- 
cluded the furtherance of the aims of the 
last millers’ meeting, particularly regard- 
ing rate matters, cccupied the attention 
of the organization during the greater 
part of the meeting. A resolution con- 
demning and seeking legislation against 
corn-flour adulteration was unanimously 
passed. The election of officers was held, 
and K. ©. Kreider, Jacksonville, was 
elected president; D. R. Sparks, Alton, 
vice-president; S. H. Seybt, Highland, 
secretary and treasurer. 

NOTES. 

James Begg, of Jobn Jackson & Co., 
Glasgow, was a visitor in St. Louis the 
past week, and left last night for Sey- 
mour, Ind., en route east. Mr. Begg was 
particularly impressed with the fact that 
all this market had to offer was hard 
wheat flour, and expressed the belief that 
business would be largely confined to 
trade in the Kansas hard wheat product 
forsome time to come. He visited the 
mills here and contemplated a trip to 
Kansas, but gave up the idea, having ar- 
ranged some connections here. 

F. W. Brockschmidt, formerly secretary 
and treasurer and general manager of the 
Little Rock Mill & Elevator Co., of 
Little Rock, Ark., has been in Kansas 
City the past week with a view to locat- 
ing there a 250-bbl corn mill. He has as- 
sociated with him two members of the 
Kansas °City Board of Trade. It is prob- 
able that a mill will be built on the sub- 
urban belt line, near Second and Holmes 
streets, and equipped for the manufact- 
ure of all kinds of corn products. 


Southern Illinois presents wheat fields of 
varied appearance, in some fields the plant 
being well above ground and quite green. 
Generally the early-sown has a fairly good 
stand, but much of the late-sown is not 
up or is barely showing itssprouts. There 
seem to be no bare spots among fields in 
which the plant has put in an appearance, 
and all through the wheat belt the feeling 
is that a satisfactory condition exists. The 
first light snow of the season covered the 
fields today and was preceded by favorable 
weather for the plant. 

Several meetings regarding the estab- 
lishment of the steel rge line from St. 
Louis to New Orleans were held last week 
and material progress was made toward 
perfecting the organization. In further- 
ance of the plans, already printed in this 
correspondence, committees of prominent 
men were appointed to raise the stock. 
These committees are now at work. Pres- 
ident Langenberg, of the merchants’ ex- 
change, stated today that plans are pro- 
gressing most 4 ge to the successful 
carrying out of the scheme, and it is his 
belief that the project will be of incalcu- 
lable value to St. Louis. 

The Mound City Cereal Co., of St. Louis, 
owing to an increase in business, has ar- 
ranged for an enlargement of its plant 
here. A contract has been let to the Bar- 
ry -Wehmiller Machinery Co. to increase 
the capacity of the flour department 350 
bbls. The work will commence im- 
mediately, and will give the plant a daily 
capacity, in corn goods, of 10,000 bus. 
Arrangements are progressing, for the 
erection of a plant of like capacity in 
Chicago. 

Miss Jessie Kehlor, daughter of J. B. 
M. Kehlor, president of Kehlor Bros. 
Milling Co., was quietly married Thursday 
‘afternoon to O. K. Dickson Walsh. The 
groom is a son of Julius Walsh, president 
of the Terminal Railway association and 
Mississippi Valley Trust Co. Miss Keh- 
lor has traveled extensively abroad and 
was a leader in St. Louis society. 

Secretary Jacob Koenigsmark, of the 
Southern Illinois Millers’ association, was 
in St. Louis today and announces that the 
next meeting will be held Jan. 13, at 
Pinckneyville. This, it is assumed, will 
give ome time for any noticeable traces 
of early killing in the growing wheat to de- 
velop. Crop reports will bea feature of 
the meeting. 

Peter Haupt, of the New Athens (IIl.) 
Milling Co., was a St. Louis visitor dur- 
ing the week. He states that the crop is 
looking well in southern Illinois, but 
business is unjointed, buyers wanting 
stuff delivered at mill prices. At many 
points flour prices are 40c under prices at 
which the stuff can be worked. The New 
Athens is getting some wheat locally and 
expects business to pick up after January. 

heodore Ismert, of the Southern Illi- 
nois Milling Co., ny ye Tll., was 
in St. Louis during the week. He re- 
op ba very light business doing south, 

»ut occasional sales abroad. A shipment 
of 1,000 sacks to Leith was made this week, 
the sale being at a close margin. 

The Kauffman Milling Co., whose mill 
is at Mt. Vernon, Ind., has opened an 
office on the fourth floor of the Merchants’ 
Exchange, from which the general corre- 
sponden-e will be carried on. 

The Kansas City (Mo.) me ey Co. is 
doing an active business and is building 
an addition to its elevator, which will 
give an additional capacity of 100,000 bus. 

The cereal mill recently built at Seward, 
Mo., by Mulfinger & Harrison, has been 
put in operation. 

Herbert Cannon, of Cannon & Gage, 
millers, Erith, England, was in Alton 
and St. Louis the past week. He has just 
completed an inspection of some of the 
larger mills in the northwest and will 
spend but a short time in this territory. 

The Charles Tiedemann Milling Co., 
O'Fallon, Ill, writes: ‘After a long 
drought we have enjoyed a season of the 
most favorable weather for the wheat 
fields, all of which have well sprouted, 
and now show a healthy growth. But, 
since yesterday, a cold northwest wind is 
re over the tender plants and the 
ground is frozen. We hope for speedy 
moderation, as another month of warm 
and congenial weather is required to 
strengthen the wheat plant for its winter 
sleep, which, in our climate of incessant 
changes, is the time when the vitality of a 
feeble plant is thorvughly tested. The 
acreage to wheat is about an average. 
Upon its success and yield depends the 
financial welfare of this vicivity, now 
suffering by the short crops of the last 
three years. Our milling operations have 
been greatly impaired by the paucity of 
our home receipts, which in years of full 
crops constitute about two-thirds of the 
requirements. Still, we have, thus far, 
managed to keep the mills running and 
supply our custom trade with our old 
brands of flour.’’ 

ARKANSAS. 

The recent capers of wheat have not 
affected the price of flour in this market, 
though values are firm, with no expecta- 
tion of lower figures. Wholesale business 
has been somewhat quiet the past week, 
but retail trade has been active. Bakers 
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have done better business than for some 
time past, in both bread and fancy prod- 
ucts. Fancy cereals are in good request, 
rolled oats and grits leading. 
and meal are moving well, the former 
ee a slight improvement. Oats 
moves along steadily at good figures, with 
a tendency to quietude. Bran is good sale 
at fair prices, and hay continues as in the 
past an excellent staple to handle. The 
volume of trade, while perhaps not up to 
the sanguine anticipations ef some, is rea- 
sonable, and, above all, safe. Interior 
merchants, while not purchasing large 
— of goods, have more cash to pay 
or what they get. Farmers, during the 
past few years, have learned economy by 
the force of necessity, and they are not so 
much in debt and have more cash to pay 
for purchases. The holiday trade is ex- 
perme to be larger than its predecessors 
or a decade, and dealers have purchased 
more extensively of fancy groceries in con- 
sequence. There have been no failures 
since last report.

Dealers who formerly 
bought by the car are buying by local 
lots, as several jobbers are offering a 
so-called Minnesota flour in small lots 
at the same price as by car lot. Kansas 
mills are working Illinois hard this sea- 
son, and making very low prices. This 
has made it hard to compete, even with 
much better goods. But the dealers, in 
fact, don’t take the matter of quality into 
consideration. There are considerable 
complaints from customers who formerly 
handled Minnesota flour and now are 
working a so-called Minnesota flour made 
by the Kansas mills into the trade ata 
much lower price. No doubt in time the 
trade will find that the difference in 
quality is a point of important considcra- 
tion, and buy a first-class Minnesota 
flour which will produce much more 
bread to the barrel, and thus enable them 
to pay the difference. ’’ 





W. H. Ketzeback Milling Co., Wells, 
Minn: ‘‘Trade with us the last few days 
has been very brisk. We have considerable 
flour sold for immediate shipment within 
the next 30 days. Wheat is being deliv- 
ered very freely by farmers in this section, 
and ft looks now as if Jan. 1 would find 
the crop pretty well marketed. Letters 
from Mr. Ketzeback this morbing are 
qnite discouraging.

somewhat sad story; in fact, more sad 
than that of a week ago. In brief, the 
buyers of flour are watching the May op- 
tion of wheat each day, and are basing 
their arguments on the purchasing price 
of flour on this option, while the poor 
miller is milling on cash wheat; hence 
the discrepancy in flour sales. This is the 
principal cause for a dull trade during the 
t six days. Another cause is that no 
uyer, either large or small, with the 
present declining wheat market and clos- 
ing of the year’s business, cares to take 
much stock when there is no special in- 
ducement. These drawbacks are heard on 
all sides this week by both miller and sell- 
er. Flour has weakened, and some mill- 
ers have offered their grades at extremely 
low prices. City mills are a little lower, 
and are asking today in the local market 
$4.85@5, in wood, for first patent. Minne- 
sota and certain otber spring wheat grades 
have come in at al] prices. Rumor has it 
that a central Minnesota mill sold first 
patent in jute as low as $4.35 delivered, 
while other spring wheat mills are asking 
all the way from $4.50@4.90, and Minne- 
apolis leaders are to be had at wholesale 
around $5.20 and retail at $5.35. The de- 
mand has been only where buyers had to 
have stocks and have purchased in piece- 
meal lots. The eastern trade, as reported 
by city mills, isin much the same state as 
the local trade. Buyers are holding off, 
and seem to be waiting either for the new 
year, or higher or lower markets. The 
foreign trade has spent, in the aggregate, 
quite a sum of money in making low 
offers, with only a fair amount being suffi- 
ciently high to be acceptable. City mills 
have made sales of clear which have net- 
ted $3 65@3.75 at the mills, this grade be- 
ing the leading one on sales. Exporters 
have had time to reflect within the week. 
Their sales have been mainly on flour in 
passage, as the offers made could not be 
worked on the basis of rail freights. Stocks 
of flour in Chicago show a slight increase 
over the amount in store here on Nov. 1. 
The totals are as follows: Dec. 1, 45,600 
bbls; Nov. 1, 37,000; Dec. 1, 1896, 40,650; 
Dec. 1, 1895, 54,000; Dec. 1, 1894, 43,350.

MILLFEED AND CEREALS. 


The week opened with a strong under 
tone, and, as the days of lake navigation 
drew to a close, the price of offal firmed 
up. Bran, by the city mills, is quoted at 
$0.25 bulk, with sales made by dealers as 
high as $9.75 for choice bulk. Sales of all 
grades of offal were not made on the an- 
ticipation of lake shipments, as the mills 
here are well provided for during that 
time, but were on the basis of present all- 
rail rates. Aggregate sales were not as 
large as ip some weeks, but in proportion 
to the flour sales the business done was 
quite satisfactory. Receipts have been 
very light all through the week and the 
call for bran, especally on ’change today, 
was good, bids being made at $9.75 for 
spot fancy. Common middlings, as well 
as flour middlings, have been slow of sale, 
the former bringing $9.25@9.50, and flour 
middlings, $10.50. Rye feed is fairly act- 
ive, ranging in prices around $9.50. 

This has been a very odd season for 
buckwheat flour. Prices have ruled low, 
and eastern millers have entered this 
market at equal and, sometimes, lower 
figures than the nearby millers. What is 
claimed to be pure buckwheat flour is be- 
ing had freely at $1 30@1.50 bulk per 100 
lbs.

It is rumored that not less than 1,000,000 
bus of wheat is yet to arrive here from 
the Head of the Lakes. With the heavy 
shipments from this northern milling cen- 
ter, together with eastern charters from 
their intermediate points and Chicago, 
there has been a rush for boats. The high- 
est rate of the season was paid this week, 
when 4v was received on wheat from Du- 
luth to Buffalo.

FLOUR ADULTERATION, 


The Chicago Board of Trade has framed 
a bill defining mixed flour, which urges a 
tax upon the manufacturer or seller. The 
bill will be brought before congress, to- 
gether with other recommendations and 
regulations to be considered at the twenty- 
eighth annual meeting of the national 
boards of trade, to be held in Washington, 
beginning Tuesday, Dec. 14. The proposed 
bill to congress defines mixed flour to 
mean the food product made from wheat 
and mixed, blended or compounded with 
ground corn or other foreign substances, 
or with the manufactured product of any 
other grain than wheat. It recomimends a 
taxation on the manufacturer or seller 
and, in part, is as follows: 

‘*Mavufacturers of mixed flour will pay 
$500. Every person who manufactures 
mixed flour for sale will be deemed a manu- 
facturer of mixed flour. Every person 
who packs, repacks or mixes flour for sale 
so as to accomplish the product designated 
as mixed flourwill also be deemed a manu- 
facturer of mixed flour. Certain sections 
of the revised statutes of the United States 
are, so far as applicable, made to apply to 
the special taxes imposed and to the per- 
sons upon whom they are imposed. 

‘*Every person who carries on the busi- 
ness of manufacturer of mixed flour with- 
out having paid the special tax therefor, 
as required by law, shall, besides bein 
liable to the payment of the tax, be fine 
not less than $1,000 and not more than 
$5,000. All mixed flour must be packed 
by the manufacturer in barrels, bags, or 
other packages not before used for that 
purpose, and each package containing 
mixed flour must be plainly marked, 
stamped, or branded ‘mixed flour,’ togeth- 
er with the true weight of the package, 
the names of the ingredients contained 
therein, the pame of the manufacturer or 
packer, and the place where manufactured 
or packed.

ings of the Minneapolis and Northern Ele- 
vator Co., owing to the failure of the 
wheat crop in the territory where the ele- 
vators are situated. They happen to be in 
about the only section in the northwest 
where the crop was very short, and, conse- 
quently, the elevator company handled 
less than half the quantity which they did 
in the previous year. The past year has 
been a wost disappointing one for millers. 
1t is generally understood that the flour 
mills in the United States which have 
held their own are in a large minority. 
For the first six months of the year the 
milling business was in a satisfactory 
condition, but the disturbed political and 
business conditions during the latter part 
of the season’s operations, led to unusu- 
ally severe competition, and, except for 
limited periods, it was impossible to mill 
at a profit. In addition to this, the profits 
of the flour mills have been seriously 
affected by reduced value of wmillfeed, 
caused by the very low prices ruling for 
maize and oats. Although the company’s 
production of flour this year has greatly 
exceeded that of any previous year, the 
actual amount received for the increased 
output of millfeed was about £38,000 less 
than on the previous crop. 

“The revenue from the water power 
companies has been very satisfactory, and 
the completion by the United States gov- 
ernment of the additional reservoirs on 
the upper river will make the flow of wa- 
ter more regular and improve the revenue 
of the company from this source. In the 
spring of this year the heaviest floods 
known on the Mississippi for the last for- 
ty years were experienced, and did some 
damage to the wasteway canal and also to 
the new works. The necessary repairs have 
delayed the completion of the dam, but 
the latest cable advices report that it is 
anticipated that everything will be in 
working order by the first of next month. 

‘The property has been kept in the high- 
est state of efficiency at the cost of reve- 
nue. The stocks of wheat and flour have 
been valued at the market price of the 
day on the date of closing the accounts. 
In accordance with the articles of associa- 
tion, Mr. J. Flower Jackson retires by 
rotation from his seat on the board, and, 
ang eligible, offers himself for reélec- 
tion.’’

posed to take hold and would be 
willing to chance the market for that 
period, while unwilling to chance it for 
several months tocome. The American 
miller would perbaps say: Why doesn’t 
the importer hedge by selling wheat 
— his flour purchases, if he is so 
afraid of the market? This is perhaps a 
patural question, but it would not be 
asked, at least as far as the trade here- 
abouts is concerned, by any one who has 
been here and looked over the situation. 
Option dealing is almost unknown in 
Norway, and the importers who buy the 
flour are wholly unfamiliar with such op- 
erations. Asa rule, they deal in a great 
variety of articles, flour being only one of 
maby wares handled, so that the importer 
could hardly be expected to keep track of 
the option market. I use ‘‘importer’’ in 
the Christiania sense, where the man who 
cables the orders to the mill is the 
“‘agent,’’ and the one he sells to is the 
‘‘mporter.’’ But even the flour agents, 
as a rule, do not confine themselves to 
flour in Scandinavia, but handle other 
pos, as coffee, leather, meats, etc. 
tis pot as in England, where the flour 
business is extensive enough to warrant 
the importing agent in giving his exclu- 
sive attention to flour. 
¥* * 

The preferential duty on wheat, 3 kron- 
ers 70 Gre, say $1 per 100 kilos, against 
6 kroners 70 dre, say $1.80 per 100 kilos on 
flour, bas worked greatly to the advantage 
of the Swedish mills, sothat the imports 
of flour are only a small fraction of 
what they were before the present tar- 
iff went into effect. Thus the wheat im- 
ports into Gothenburg in 1896 were over 
three times the amount of the flour im- 
ports, the figures being 10,995 tons, of 
1,000 kilos, of wheat, against 3,333 tons of 
flour. It may be of interest to note that 
the rye imports were 2,261 tons. Rye 
bread is largely used in both Sweden and 
Norway. n Sweden it is largely con- 
sumed as ‘‘knaeckebrod,’’ a sort of hard 
tack made very thin. I found the knaecke- 
brod in Gothenburg tender and palatable, 
and, as a large dish of it was placed on 
each table, at the Grand hotel, I inferred 
that it is a popular form of bread with the 
well-to-do, as well as with the lower 
classes. 

* ¥ 

I was interested to note the exports from 
Gothenburg. Iron and steel formed the 
chief tonnage in 1896, the amount being 
97,359 tons. Wood pulp, too, is an impor- 
tant item, 81,058 tons being exported. 
Oats formed a not inconsiderable item, 
17,608 tons being shipped ; while of matches 
the prodigious quantity of 9,484 tons were 
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exported. It is rather stupefying to try 
to ag the number of individual 
matches that have undergone all the pro- 
cesses of manufacture which this total of 
9,484 tons represents. 

I had a pleasant visit with one of the 
Lindquist Bros. in Gothenburg. Mr. 
Lindquist said that his flour imports are 
only about one-quarter of what they were 
before the duty was raised. In nited 
States Consul Boyesen I found an Amer- 
ican who is no stranger to Minneapolis. 
He is well and likes his post at Gothen- 
burg, and is hoping that the regulations 
making the consular force a more _per- 
manent body will go into effect. There 
are many Gothenburg firms that doa 
little in flour, and I called on several of 
them, but found that they take very little 
interest in American flour at present.

The wheat which was 
sown late and in dry ground will require 
very propitious weather to bring it up 
and through all right. Prominent mill- 
ers throughout Kansas, Oklahoma and 
Texas report conditions as follows: 
KANSAS. 

Cain Milling Co., Atchison: ‘‘The mill- 
ing business still continues first-class. 
We are running our mill night and day, 
and it looks as though it would be some 
time before we get caught up with orders. 
Wheat is getting somewhat scarce, and we 
find it a little harder to get supplies than 
we did a month ago. There is plenty of 
wheat, however, in the country, and we 
do not apprebend running short before 
avotber harvest. The growing wheat ir 
this part of Kansas is going into winter 
in much better shape than was antici- 
pated. If the present conditions keep up, 
we expect to see a very nice crop harvested 
in this quarter next year.’’ 

Goodlander Mill Co., Ft. Scott: ‘‘There 
is very little change in the milling busi- 
ness in this locality. We find trade dis- 
tressingly quiet. We are running our 
mill only day time, but live in hopes of 
better times in the ‘sweet bye and bye.’ 
We have had very little rain here for the 
past four months. The acreage sown to 
wheat is short of an average on account 
of the dry weather. The wheat plant is 
looking fairly well in spite of the un- 
favorable conditions. Farmers are not 
marketing their wheat quite so freely as 
they were, but we huve good stocks on 
hand.’’ 

Kidduo Mill Co., Oswego: ‘‘The mill- 
ing business is only fair with us. We 
run largely on southern track, which, at 
present, is rather dull. We have a very 
goud local trade which keeps our mill 
running 12 hours per day. There is very 
little wheat being offered, farmers evi- 
dently waiting for a rise. The new wheat 
crop is looking poor, on account of dry 
weather and late sowing.’’ 

Yost Milling Co., Baye City: ‘‘The 
milling business was never better with 
us, and we are running our mill for all 
it is worth, days, nights and Sundays. 
The flour we make is the ‘simon pure’ 
stuff, and we will givea liberal reward 
for every cunce of adulteration in the 
shape of corn flour found in it. If we 
had the inclination we certainly are not 
compelled for any reason to adulterate our 
products, as we find a ready market for 
all our output at fair profits. We esti- 
mate that there is about 25 per cent of 
this year’s crop still left in farmers’ hands. 
There is no corn at all in this part of the 
state, as the crop was a totul failure.’’ 

Kelly & Carr, Hutchinson: ‘‘Our new 
mill, which we have named ‘The Mon- 
arch,’ has pow been running over a 
month. We can say that we have no 
reason for complaint. The trade is tak- 
ing all we make at good prices, for the 
reason that we compete for quality,rather 
than price. ‘They are the prettiest sam- 
ples we have seen from your state this 
season,’ is what a well-known southern 
firm says of our straight and clear. We 
aro ferme all the wheat we need at Kan- 
sas City prices, less freight. The growing 
wheat is reported by farmers to be in good 
condition, and it promises now to make'a 
good crop next year.’’ 

Perry Hutchinson, Marysville: ‘‘The 
growing wheat in this locality is going 
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into winter quarters in good shape. The 
acreage sown to wheat is about 25 per cent 
larger than last year. There is very little 
wheat moving at the present time. The 
milling business is good with us, and we 
have a steady demand for all the flour 
and feed we can turn out. Corn was a 
good crop, yielding from 35 to 50 bus per 
acre.’’ 
OKLAHOMA. 


Perry Mill & Elevator Co: ‘‘Since our 
last writing, the weather has been very 
dry, and numerous complaints are heard 
from our farmer friends regarding the 
growing wheat crop, which is not looking 
as well as at this time last year. Proba- 
bly two-thirds of this year’s crop has been 
sold. Thé balance is in farmers’ hands 
held for higher prices. Receipts, in con- 
sequence, have fallen off until they are 
very light. The milling business has been 
more satisfactory of late and we are now 
running our mill full time. We are get- 
ting more orders for high patent than we 
cap fill. In a short time we expect to re- 
model our mill and put in the plansifter 
system.’’ 

TEXAS. 


Lander Roller Mills, Jos. Lander, New 
Braunfels: ‘‘The milling business has 
improved considerably in our section 
within the last week or 10 days, our sur- 
plus stock being ae, absorbed. Orders 
are now being filled direct from the pack- 
ers. The recent advance in wheat has not 
affected the price of flour, and the mills 
in our locality feel inclined to give their 
customers the benefit of their low pur- 
chases. The extremely low price of cot- 
ton has had a depressing effect upon the 
flour trade in Texas, especially npon the 
cash system which we are trying to intro- 
duce. Credit has been entirely too cheap, 
and the many failures which are daily 
being recorded and the losses which fall 
upon the shoulders of all millers alike 
would naturally prepare them for extreme 
caution. It is the credit system which is 
ruining the milling business in Texas, 
and upless a man is operating a mill for 
his health he is bound sooner or later to 
see the folly of this course and make a 
change.’’ 

NOTES. 

The trial of Henry Shusley, the miller 
who killed Daniel McTaggart, whose mill 
at Liberty, Kan., he was operating last 
summer, has been set for Dec. 6, at Inde- 
pendence, Kan. Sbusley has been in jail 
at Independence since the murder was 
committed. He has nade pretenses of in- 
sanity and, during his preliminary exam- 
ination, fell to the floor in apparent great 
agony, and was carried from the room, 
seemingly unconscious. A great deal of 
interest is manifested in the coming trial. 

All of the trans-Missouri railroads have 
agreed to put into effect the reduced 
freight rates from Kansas City and Mis- 
souri river points to Colorado. The rate 
on first, second, third and fourth-class is 
25e, and on fifth-class is 15c. 

A federation of the grain dealers’ asso- 
ciations in the states of Kansas, Missouri, 
Iowa and Nebraska was formed at St. 
Joseph Nov. 28. The mecting was secret, 
and no information was given out, other 
than than the federation has been formed 
and officers elected.

The past week has 
shown an unsettled 
tone to the wheat 
market, and flour 
prices are easier in 
consequence. Buyers 
have evinced little in- 
terest in the market 
and show no disposi- 
tion to speculate, the 
demand from day to 
day being confined to brands needed to 
ineet the requirements of their retail cus- 
tomers. The uncertainty existing as to 
when the all-rail rate of freight will go 
into effect has had a restraining effect 
upon millers, who are not disposed to 
contract for any new business until 
freight rates become fixed. As a result, 
agents are instructed to accept new busi- 
ness only when immediate directions ac- 
company the order. 

The range of prices on spring wheat 
patent flour on this market is about $5.15 
(@5.25 per bb) for the general list, with a 
few trade brands held at $5.30@5.35 per 
bbl, and one special brand at $5.50 





At these extreme prices, however, very 
little business has been done. 

The position of winter wheat flour is a 
very unsettled one and the tone is weak. 





Sales are slow, especially of clear and 
straight. Winter patent ranges from $5@ 
5.20 per bbl for the general list, with a few 
fancy brands quoted up to $5.35. Blend- 
ed patent is offered at $5.35 per bbl. 
Winter wheat clear and straight from 
Michigan and Ohio are especially dull. 
The offerings of sprouted winter wheat 
clear and straight from New York state 
continue liberal and, as they range from 
35@50c per bbl lower than the regular 
winter wheat guods, are meeting with a 
much better demand, in fact, are being 
sold almost to the exclusion of the regular. 
Bakers are using this sprouted flour with 
good results in the making of pastry, as 
it inspects as sound. It looks now as if 
the supply. would last all winter, instead 
of until Jan. 1, as first anticipated. The 
business of the western winter wheat 
mills has been cut into to such an extent, 
that several of the mills sent representa- 
tives to look up the matter. Some of 
them were met this week. so disgusted 
with the dull outlook that they were re- 
turning home. 

The trade is now liberally supplied with 
flour, owing to the hurrying forward of 
purchases before the close of navigation. 
Receipts this week were 29,571 bbls, as 
compared with 26,295 a week ago. There 
were also received on this market 70,327 
sacks billed for export, against 54,737 a 
week ago. Receipts for the month of No- 
vember were 123,160 bbls and 210,342 sacks, 
compared with 134,869 bbls and 148,002 
sacks a year ago. Since Jan. 1, 1897, the 
arrivals foot up 1,062,060 bbls and 1,255,351 
sacks, against 1,156,531 bbls and 1,462,768 
sacks for the same period in 1896. 

Stocks show a big increase from last 
month, being about 34,000 bbls more than 
on Nov. 1. The stocks held by jobbers 
and large receivers on Dec. 1, were:

Flour business in 
this section has been 
handicapped by the 
high all-rail freights, 
and the low lake-and- 
rail rates and open 
navigation, as well as 
by high prices for 
wheat as compared 
with prices paid in 
other middle and 
eastern states, and 
especially by the low price at which 
‘*sprouted wheat flour’? from New York 
state is offered. The demand for our flour 
is as good as ever, and inquiries and 
offers are not wanting, but the competi- 
tion is of such a persistent nature that it 
is hard to overcome, and it has been very 
difficult to get any margin out of the 
sales. It will probably now continue 
rather dull until after the holidays. The 
home trade is good and the millfeed de- 
mand is excellent everywhere. Wheat re- 
ceipts are growing lighter, as farmers 
have Giapoeed of enough to meet their fall 
obligations and they are now inclined to 
hold for high prices. There is a good deal 
of faith in this quarter that wheat is 
bound to recover, and the farmers have 
taken hold on that belief. Wheat on the 
ground is said to look very well, except 
in a few places, and next week we look 
for quite a favorable state crop report. 
The movement of wheat and the stocks 
are small over the state, especially at De- 
troit. It is ey! quiet grain market 
these days. e can recover our prestige 
only by a large northern winter wheat 
crop. 

All grain is strong, except clover seed. 
That is worth only $3.15 spot; rye is 47c, 
and oats around 24c. No. 2 yellow corn 
is 27@28c. Farmers are pow receiving 
84@86c for wheat throughout the state. 
They ache for $1, and many are going to 
risk getting it.

However, 
there is no reason to complain, only that 
the relative prices of wheat and flour are 
not in harmony so as to afford the miller 
much margin. Millfeed seems to be in 

od demand at fair prices, taking the 
ow prices of corn and oats into account. 
The ground is well covered, so the grow- 
ing crop is protected and the outlook for 
a fair crop next year is good. Receipts 
of wheat from farmers are very limited, 
as the wheat now left in farmers’ bands is 
held by parties who continue to hold on 
to it. heat keeps going out of the coun- 
try. It won’t be long before thé winter 
wheat miller will have to be looking 
around to see where the wheat is coming 
from. Many grain dealers claim that 60 
per cent has been marketed and used for 
seed, so we have only about 40 per cent for 
seven months’ consumption.’’

Business with the 
mills this week went 
slowly. They call it 
holiday markets, but 
they bring lijtle joy 
to the hearts of the 
millers. All report 
very few orders and 
very unsatisfactory 
prices. It is almost 
impossible to get cost 
of flour in any of the eastern or southern 
flour markets. Of course, this state of af- 
fairs will in time be regulated, but it is 
useless to push sales at present figures. 
The mills kept moving, but it was from 
the persistent demand made for shipping 
orders that enabled them to do so. usi- 
ness on the Erie canal has been stopped. 
The last boats to arrive reached the ele- 
vatur Thursday morning in time to 
be unloaded before the water was 
drawn down. Work will be com- 
menced at once by the contractors in 
deepening this waterway, which will en- 
able boats to carry larger loads. Competi- 
tion has forced boatmen to carry freight 
at so low a rate that the only alternative 
left was to reduce expense of carrying by 
enlarging boats. It is expected the a 
ing wna gf of new boats built will be 
increased about 50 per cent over those now 
in use. 

The season has been far from a _profit- 
able one, rates having been too low dur- 
ing the entire season. The spurt in wheat 
the latter part of last week brought out a 
liberal amount from farmers. Mills 
grinding state wheat were kept busy tak- 
ing it in and it pretty well filled up their 
storage at prices ranging from 80c to 85c, 
according to quality. The sales of winter 
wheat flour for the week were fairly good, 
the trad« seeming to take more winter 
than spring flour. Feed is in good de- 
mand, all the mills reporting the same 
condition of affairs; none to offer and sold 
too far ahead, was the reply from most 
offices.

There is no new 
feature to note in con- 
nection with the mar- 
ket here this week. 
Quietness still pre- 
vails, though prices 
have fairly main- 
tained last week's lev- 
el. The firmness 
shown in regard to 
parcels on spot or near 
at hand is as pronounced as ever, and is 
likely to continue to be so, as buyers do 
not show any increasing disposition to go 
into forward purchases, and this must 
necessarily prevent the slightest accumu- 
lation of stocks. Clear still commands the 
greatest attention, and the premium ob- 
tainable at present for spot over forward 
lots is from 1s 6d@1s 9d in this grade. 
Patent, while sharing the premium on 
spot, is not so much sought tor, 6d to Is 
being about the amount obtainable for 
near at hand over forward shipments. The 
trade is certainly determined not to be 
caught with large stocks, should prices 
decline, and is, indeed, carrying the poli- 
vy of caution so far as to induce a famine 
in clear at least. The situation in this re- 
spect is abnormal. Not only is there no 
stock on hand, but, as fast as shipments 
come forward, there are always buyers who 
are ready and willing to pay fancy prices. 
I'he imports of flour into the United King- 
dom for this week are 150,723 sacks. For- 
eign wheat has been steady, and has even 
shown a hardening tendency, though Eng- 
lish wheat has been inclined to go in 
buyers’ favor. The latter is said to be 
milling well, and cheap offers are being 
made, of which English millers are not 
slow to avail themselves. The imports of 
wheat this week into the United King- 
dom are 802,395 qrs. At the commence- 
ment of the week, futures were somewhat 
dull, and in a few cases easier, but the 
market firmed up afterwards on receipt of 
\merican advices. 

* 

Though we have had some cold days in 
London, the month, on the whole, has 
been mild and fine, and the growing 
wheat is thus well forward. From the 
fact that the rainfall for the last nine 
weeks has been below the average, how- 
ever, it is probable that the young plant 
will not come to much harm. e have 
not seen much of it in London, fog being 
very prevalent here, but in the country 
summer is slow to leave us. In the Isle 
of Wight, fuchsias, pinks and mignonette 
are reyey | in loveliness sufficient to 
melt the icy heart of winter, while from 
even nearer home come accounts of the 
gallant stand made by the flowers against 
the frost, not least among them being the 
rose. While the flowers last, the busy bee 
is also on the trail, and I read an amus- 
ing account, the other day, of a number 
of bees which attended service at a vil- 
lage church in Wiltshire. After a time 
they became uproarious, breaking four 
lamps, through blocking the air passages, 
snd, at last, not quite agreeing, perhaps, 
with the opinions of the vicar, the bees 
ittacked him and soon put him to flight. 
Che shepherd having been vanquished, the 
sheep scattered, and the bees were left to 
‘lose the service. I give these illustrations 
to show the extraordinary mildness of the 
season. A protracted summer, however, 
generally means a late spring.

Messrs. Marshall Bros., Aberdeen, ad- 
Vise me that, from their experience, they 
onsider that quite as much American 
flour has been sold this year as last, if not 
more. From Belfast, however, Shaw, 
Pollock & Co. write that their trade used 
& considerable quantity of French flour 
in the early part of the year, though, dur- 
ing the past six months, French millers 
have not done much business in their 
market, and they consider that American 
flour has again assumed its normal posi- 
tion. On the whole, they think rather 
less American flour has been sold in their 
neighborhood this year than last. 
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J. Van Reeth Fils writes from Antwerp 
that he had expected business with 
America to be on a larger scale this year 
than previously, owing to the crop; 


but expectations have not been real- 
ized, and the aggregate sales have been 
small. American flour, however, has not 


been replaced by foreign flour, but the 
home millers have late 4 very much im- 
proved their plants, and are thereby en- 
abled to make a much finer grade of flour 
than was formerly the case. 

M. Witsenburg, Jr., Amsterdam, con- 
siders that the aggregate sales of Amer- 
ican flour have not been as large this year 
as last, for the reason that stocks being 
a in his city, bakers have had to buy 
what was offered on spot, which consisted 
mostly of inland flour.

The official report of the Russian wheat 
crop, Which has now been issued, places 
the crop of the 50 governments of Euro- 
pean Russia, 10 of Poland and three in 
the Caucasus, at 34,415,568 qrs, which is 
only about 1,250,000 qrs less than last 
year’s preliminary reckoning, while all 
recent reports have indicated a crop at 
least 10,000,000 qrs less than last year’s. 
The London Standard, which publishes 
the above figures, points out that this es- 
timate is widely different from commer- 
cial reports, and has therefore created a 
general feeling of distrust. 

* 

At a meeting of the members of the Sur- 
veyors’ Institute the other day, an inter- 
esting paper was read giving some partic- 
ulars of the sum paid by the Manchester 
ship canal for the land acquired by the 
company under its compulsory powers. 
The aggregate amount of the claims, num- 
bering 1,000, originally sent in, was 
£2, 325,208, nearly 100 per cent more than 
the settlements afterward made. The 
4,664 acres taken, exclusive of tenants’ 
claims, interest and expenses, cost, on 
an average, £234 per acre. The sum of 
£217,639 was paid for works, wanufacto- 
ries and buildings covering 90 acres, while, 
for an area of 4,495 acres of land, chiefly 
agricultural, £777,077 was paid, making 
an average of £172 per acre. The price 
paid varied from £97 per acre for agricult- 
ural land near Warrington, to £5,000 per 
acre for building land at Manchester. 

I am glad to learn from a letter received 
from the London office of the Johnston 
line, that this company has decided to use 
canvas slings for the discharge of flour 
from their steamers in London, and that 
these slings are now being made for the 
use of their stevedores. 

The National Association of British & 
Irish Millers is to hold its next general 
meeting on Dec. 8, when the chief sub- 
ject under discussion will be the best way 
to establish a millers’ protection society. 

I hear that, at the Brussels internation- 
al exhibition this year, Spratt’s Patent 
Limited out-distanced all competitors, 
——e the highest award for dog and 
poultry foods, in the shape of the much- 
coveted distinction of a diplome d’hon- 
neur. 

LIVERPOOL. 


Kruger, Darsie & Co: ‘‘The wheat mar- 
ket during the past week has been very 
quiet, and there is no change whatever in 
values. The flour trade also continues 
quite dull, and prices remain unchanged. 
Business ‘for shipment’ at the moment is 
almost impossible, as the advance in the 
American prices, caused by higher freight 
rates, effectually prevents further c. i. f. 
business. ’’ 

GLASGOW. 


R. Hunter Craig & Co: ‘‘ Trade steady. 
Spring patent flour is still scarce on spot, 
and sells easily at a premium of 1s 6d@2s 
above forward stuff; Frencn flour, 2%s@ 
3ls.’’ 

LEITH. 

Wilson & Burnie: ‘‘Since we wrote you, 
Oct. 28, a good business has been passing- 
in —- wheat patent flour more partic, 
ularly, both in near positions and for 
shipment, but the smart drop in wheat 
which has taken place during the past 
week has again checked the demand, and 
buyers’ ideas are once more somewhat be- 
low those of American millers. Spot par- 
cels still command a premium, though 
not to the former extent, owing to recent 
arrivals. There is a steamer almost due 
from Newport News, with a considerable 
ppaeve | of flour on board, a large portion 
of which has been a ridiculous time at the 
seaboard, much to the annoyance of buy- 
ers and loss of fresh business to the mill- 
ers. Winter wheat flour is still in very 
poor demand, owing to the prices asked, 
compared with Canadian brands, which 
have recently been filling up the trade. 
Our home millers are 6d down during the 
past fortnight. Arrivals since our last 
are: Wheat from America, fully 16,000 

rs; wheat from Russia, fully 2,000 qrs; 
our from America, fully 23,000 sacks and 
bags; flour from France, fully 1,700 sacks 
and bags.’’ 
AMSTERDAM. 


Van der Zee & Grippeling: ‘‘The past 
week has been calm again as far as busi- 


ness is concerned. Though wheat prices 
did not change to any appreciable extent, 
millers could not maintain their prices, 
and had to grant concessions in order to 
put through some business. In conse- 
quence of large arrivals of American flour 
here during the last few days, our market 
has been depressed, and American flour 
stored here is offered at present at prices 
below the quotations for shipment from 
the mills. Under these circumstances it 
will be easily understood that no business 
has been done with America. Quotations 
are as follows:

AMERICAN FLOUR IN EUROPE, 


Having been making some inquiry as 
to whether the aggregate sales of Amer- 
ican flour in the various British and 
continental markets have been as large in 
1897 as in 1896, and, if not, by what Amer- 
ican flour has been replaced, the following 
replies will be interesting to readers of the 
Northwestern Miller: 

LONDON, 

Walkers, Winser & Hamm: ‘‘We do not 
think that the average sale of American 
flour in this market has been as large in 
1897 as in 1896, both French and English 
flour replacing American to a very large 
extent. We think the statistics of Amer- 
ican shipments will bear this out. ’’ 

Morris & Co: ‘‘On the whole, we think 
the trade in American flour has been 
quite equal this year to that of 1896. We 
are glad to record that American winter 
wheat flour is again coming into this 
market, replacing French flour to a large 
extent.’’ 

LIVERPOOL, 

Kruger, Darsie& Co: ‘‘The trade in 
American flour in ’97 has been consider- 
ably less than in ’96, owing to the com- 
petition of French flour and home-made 
flour, at least during the first six months 
of the year. Since, say, June 30, how- 
ever, there has been very much less com- 

etition from both these sources, the 

‘rench flour trade having now practically 
ceased. We therefore look for a good trade 
in American flour for the rest of the 
year.’’ ? 

Barnes & Co: ‘‘The sales of American 
flour have certainly been far less in this 
market this year. This was due to mill- 
ers’ prices being almost always Is and 2s 
over prices current here, a feature which 
was especially marked during the great 
rise in prices in —- and September. 
During that period it was a practical 
impossibility to import anything legiti- 
mately from America, that is to say, a 
man who believed in the maintenance of 
values could always buy other goods which 
were shillings better value. <A lot of 
French flour was sold in the early part of 
the year, and local millers have done an 
extra heavy business, getting into all 
sorts of new quarters, but we should judge 
that the competition amongst themselves 
has prevented them making the most of a 
splendid chance.’’ 

GLASGOW. 

J. Jackson & Co: ‘In the beginning 
of the year there was a considerable quan- 
tity of French flour imported, but since 
then it has not been a feature on this 
market, and, on the whole, we think the 
aggregate sales of American flour have 
been as large as last year.’’ 

Arch. Hamilton & Sons: ‘‘We do not 
think American flour has been so largely 
used as ag and the gap has been 
and is being filled by Canadian flour, 
which is considerably cheaper, though 
perhaps of not so good quality.’’ 

G. M. Thomson & Co: ‘‘We think our 
importations will be smaller at the end 
of ’97 than they were in ’96, owing to the 
fact of there being enormous quantities 
bought in the autumn of last year, more 
than the market could well handle, with 
the result that shipments fell off consid- 
erably. This state of matters, of course, 
rectifies itself.’’ 

BRISTOL. 


Collier & Son: ‘‘We consider that trade 
in 1897 has been handicapped solely by 
the delays in delivery last winter and 
spring; otherwise trade would have stead- 
ily increased. As it is, we see no improve- 
ment.’’ 

F. W. Sinnock: ‘‘The total sales of 
American flour in this market are con- 
siderably less than last year, the defi- 
ciency being supplied to a great extent by 
English flour.’’ 

ROTTERDAM. 

P. Penn: ‘‘According to experience, 
and judging from affairs in general, I be- 
lieve sales have been larger in 1897 than 
in the previous year. French flour, so 
often discussed, had, of course, a good 
deal to do in this matter.’’ 

Ledeboer & Van der Held: ‘‘We think 


the aggregate sales of American flour in 
our market have been as large, if not 
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larger, in 1897 as in 1896, especially in the 
second half of the year, imports of French 
flour having been nil.’’ 

LEITH. 

Wilson & Burnie: ‘‘We think the ag- 
oe ed sales of American flour have not 

een as large in 1897 as in 1896. In the 
early part of the year American flour was 
replaced by French flour to a considerable 
extent, and, in the latter part, by Cana- 
dian flour.’’ 

Bruce, Boyd & Co: ‘‘The total imports 
of flour of all kinds are much the same 
as last year for quantity. But we should 
say that American flour has not bulked 
so heavily, French in the earlier part of 
the year, and Canadian in the latter, sup- 
plying the difference.’’ 

CORK. 


William Bannister: ‘‘Sales of Ameri- 
can flour in 1897 were much below 1896, 
buyers considering French, Hungarian 
and home flours better value. Just now, 
Hungarian goods are not inquired for, but 
some*millers are doing a good trade.’’ 

THE HAGUE. 

Nicola Koechlin & Co: ‘‘Less foreign 
flour has been imported into Holland this 
year than before. In the beginning of 
the year there was still some French flour 
in the market, but lately none has been 
imported. Accordingly, the present im- 

orts of foreign flour are solely of Amer- 

can manufacture. If less is imported 
than in former years, it is partly because 
less is consumed, and partly because 
Dutch millers have been extending their 
eo. As long as prices of American 
our are equal to those of Dutch flour, 
sg is given to the latter, because 
ouyers know what time they will get their 
flour, and because they have somebody to 
fall back upon if the quality is not what 
it ought to be.’’ 

ALTONA. 

H. A. Inselmann: ‘‘The consumption 
of American wheat flour in Hamburg and 
vicinity has been considerably less in 1897 
than in 1896. he reason is that the 
bakers do not wish to pay the high prices 
asked for it. The quality, even of the 
best known brands, has also, in cases, 
proved unsatisfactory. ’’ 

KIEL. 

Wilh. Fishbeck & Co: ‘‘The import of 
American flour in 1897 in our market 
does not nearly reach that of 1896. Amer- 
ican prices at present are out of line for 
our market. In 1896 the difference in 
price between best American spring wheat 
flour and our own best brand ‘‘00’’ was 
only about 3 marks per 100 kilos. At 
present there is a difference in price 
of 7 marks per 100 kilos, or £3 10s per 
ton. The falling off of imports of flour in 
1897 is due partly to the large stock of 
foreign flour of 1896, and partly to the 
consumption of inland new wheat flour.’’ 

AMSTERDAM. 

Van de Water & Zoon: ‘‘In our opin- 
ion the aggrogate sales of American flour 
must have been at least one-third less this 
year than in 1896.’’ 

Van der Zee & Grippeling: ‘‘ The aggre- 
gate amount of American flour imported 
this year is not smaller than in 1896 for 
Holland.’’ 

Bulsing & Heslenfeld: ‘‘Owing to the 
higher prices ruling this year, we think 
the aggregate sales of American flour in 
our market have not been as large this 
year as in previous years. It may have 
been replaced by oats, etc. ’’ 

HAMBURG. 

Gebriider Arnold: ‘‘The sales of Amer- 
ican flour in 1897 have not been nearly so 
large as in 1896. We think it has been re- 
placed by German flour, which recently 
has greatly improved.’’ 

BREMEN. 

Chr. Meybohm: ‘‘I think the sales of 
American flour in our market have been 
larger in 1897 than in 1896. Formerly we 
received some lots of Hungarian flour here, 
but lately nothing has come from Hun- 
gary, as far as I know. American flour 
has been cheaper and has appeared better 
value to buyers.’’

lifelessas ever. The 
business, done was on a small scale, in 
other words, by way of piecing out assort- 
ments; though, here and there, some offer- 
ings were also appropriated which could 
not be resisted because of their relative 
cheapness. This snap-buying was like- 
wise very limited, however, as most deal- 
ers are afraid to add a single barrel to 
their present stock unnecessarily, regard- 
less of the inducement, the reason there- 
for being dull trade, declining wheat and 
the approaching holidays. Visiting mill 
representatives, otherwise known as 
‘*floaters,’’ have been greatly in evidence 
of late, but these, as well as the local 
agents, have found trade very flat, indeed. 

Kansas hard wheat flour, which is quite 
different from the soft wheat product in 
every particular, the distinction being 
even more pronounced than that which 
exists between bard and soft spring wheat 
flour, is still pressing its claims for recog- 
nition, and, as it has merit and is com- 
paratively cheap, the probabilities are that 
it will receive considerable attention as 
soon as there is any disposition to trade. 
Stocks of flour are large, in receivers’ and 
jobbers’ hands alike, and, as they were 
accumulated in the early fall or late sum- 
mer, when prices were around the tup, they 
explain the dullness which has pervaded 
this market for months. 

The trading of the week in winter wheat 
flour was again light, being confined al- 
most exclusively to car and broken lots of 
spot and nearby straight and clear, at 
$4.40@4.60 and $4.25@4.40, respectively, 
with the extreme figures impossible to 
obtain at the close. in fact, fancy full 
stock straight is offered at this writing 
at $4.55, without takers or bidders. A few 
cars of patent changed hands carly at and 
around $4.90, but it was invariably some 
favorite make. Extra is still scarce and 
wanted, particularly at $3.50@3.75, while 
low-grade, being in better supply, is rare- 
ly inquired for. Ohio manages to sell an 
occasional car of patent and extra, but 
the rest of the west is still out of line on 
all grades. 

Spring patent is lower and dull, at $4.85 
@5.10 for both first and second stock, with 
some mills offering their best product at 
$5, while others are asking $5.10 and claim- 
ing that much difference in the quality, 
but with most jobbers well stocked and 
buying nothing. Sales for the week were 
very scattered and limited, aggregating 
only a few cars at $5@5.15, the latter price 
being paid early. At this writing, the 
$5.10 flour might bring $5.and the $6 offer- 
ings $4.90@4.%5, in a small way, but no 
one seeins disposed to step up and pay the 
asking price of anything. If the market 
should take a sudden spurt, however, they 
would all want to catch on at the old fig- 
ures. Milwaukee and Chicago are the 
cheapest sellers. Spring clear is also low- 
er and neglected, at $4.10@4.35, with spe- 
cial stencils ranging higher and seconds 
lower, aod with the-popular brand of the 
standard grade from half old wheat now 
offered at $4.35, without buyers. New 
stock is quoted at $4.10@4.25, according 
to quality, and the few sales of the week 
were made within this range, excepting 
ove lot of fancy, which brought $4.10 in 
jute. City mills report a quiet trade, all 
along the line, and a weekly output of 
about 9,600 bbls. Rio extra is easier and 
dull, at the subjoined quotations. Clear- 
ances of flour for the week were 99,752 
bbls; receipts, also destined for shipment 
principally, 93,771.

Offerings of rye flour have been more 
liberal and prices have ruled weak and 
lower under a light demand. Quotations 
are $2.90@3 10 per bbl for good to choice. 

Receipts of buckweat flour have been 
moderate, but demand has been light and 
offerings have been — equal to require- 
ments. Prices have ruled steady at $1.40 
@1.60 per 100 lbs for new, as to quality. 

There has been increased strength in the 
market for millstuff, due to light receipts 
and stronger reports from the west, and 
prices have advanced 25@50c per ton. De- 
mnand has been fair, and all offerings of 
desirable stock have been promptly cleaned 
up. Quotations are $13.50@14.25 per ton 
for winter bran in bulk, and $12.75@13.25 
for spring in sacks. 

Demand for corn products has been light 
and prices have favored buyers with am- 
ple offerings: Quotations are $2@2.15 for 
granulated yellow, in barrels; $2.10@2.25 
for granulated white, and $2.15@2.35 for 
corn flour. Bags are selling at the rate 
of 25c per bbl less than the above. 

Lower cables, the indifference of export- 
ers, large northwestern receipts and the 
big increase in stocks on passage to EKu- 
rope, have been the chief bearish factors 
in wheat this week, and, with free specu- 
lative selling in all home grain centers, 
prices here have declined 3'¢c per bu. De- 
mand from millers has been light and re- 
ceipts of high grades, though moderate, 
have been fully equal to requirements. 
Prices close on a basis of 95',@95%c for 
cash No. 2 red, against 99@99'4c a week 
ago. Receipts are 142,636 bus; exports, 
820,288; stock at the close, 828,651. Re- 
ceipts last month were 891,996, against 
1,074,170 in October,and 670,407 in Novem - 
ber last year. Receipts for the eleven 
months ended Nov. 30 were 6,016,781, 
against 5,235,961 during same time last 
year, av increase of 780,820. Exports for 
the eleven months were 4,559,329, against 
3,937,817 same time last year, an increase 
of 621,512. 

There has been little change ip corn 
prices. Considerable business has been 
done for export, but demand for local 
consumption has been light. Car-lots, 
No. 2 yellow, have sold at 35\<c for old 
and 35c for new. Cash No. 2 mixed, in 
export elevators, closes at 32'4@32\c, 
against 32'4@82%c a week ago. Keceipts, 
475,793 bus; exports, 735,426; stock at the 
close, 873,366. Fxports from Jan. 1 to 
Nov. 30 were 23,476,422 bus, against 7,395, - 
219 during same time last year, an in- 
crease of 16,081,203.

The movement of 
the flour market this 
week has been adverse 
to holders. The close 
of the week shows 
that persistent hold- 
ing off of buyers and 
heaviness in the 
wheat market have 

7 brought about a lower 
range of values, with the prospects uncer- 
tain, but, in the present temper of the 
trade, rather in favor of further conces- 
sions. Trade brands have fallen off about 
10c, though on some special brands old 
rates are asked, but no business is done. 
The conditions surrounding the trade 
have been conducive to diffidence. There 
has been an accumulation of flour, and 
not only are stocks of spring wheat flour 
large, but those of winter wheat flour are 
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nearly double what they were at the cor- 
— time last year. Buyers seemed 
to have enough flour coming to put them 
in a position where they could seo 
bargains, and the big jobbers have 1 
inclined to take a bearish position. An- 
other factor has been the inclination to 
follow the movement of the May wheat 
option and ignore the ition of cash 
wheat, particularly 1n view of the stocks 
of flour. There has been very little export 
interest shown, bids generally being be- 
low the market, though occasional sale of 
clear has been made for export on the ba- 
sis of $4 at the close of the week for 

lots in sacks, and $1.55 for red-dog. ‘at- 
ent at the close was —— at $5.05@5. 15, 
with most of the little local trade doing 
on the inside figures. Winter wheat flour 
has also moved slowly, with the condi- 


tions much the same as those surround- 
ing spring.

Rye flour continues in moderate request, 
sales being of a purely jobbing character. 
It is claimed that the local consumption 
of rye flour is fully 1,000 bbls per day, but 
this is not reflected in the business re- 
ported on ’change, which seldom runs at 
that figure. The market is still quoted at 
$2 70@3.26 for the range. 

Buckwheat flour is quiet and about 
steady, with the trade showing usual 
proportions for the season. he spot 
market is ruling at $1.40@1.50, and to ar- 
rive, $1.25@1.30. 

Oatmeal is fairly ‘4 with a small 
jobbing trade, on the basis of $3.45@3.65 
for rolled oats; $3.85@4.05 for cut, and 
$3.45@3.65 for ground. No. 3 pearl barley 
is quoted at $1.75 in sacks, and fine bar-- 
ley, $2.50. 

The movement of corn goods is fairly 
liberal. The supplies of choice stock are 
reported moderate with offerings rather 
light. Coarse goods are slightly easier, 
with the corn market. Kiln-dried meai 
is $1.70@1.80; granulated yellow, $1.95@ 
2.10; white, $2.10@2.25; kiln-dried hom-

Millfeed is moving quietly at old prices, 
though, since last week, there has been a 
little advance, followed by a slight reac- 
tion. City mills are fairly well sold 
ahead, though at present all four are 
running. The increased output of flour 
is not reflected, however, in any increased 
sales reported, as the business has been 
moderate for some time. Prices are quot- 
ed at $18@13.25 for spring bran in 100-1b 
sacks, and $12.75 in 200-lb sacks; mid- 
dlings, 100-lb sacks, $15@16.50; winter 
bran, bulk, $13@15 for coarse to choice. 
City feed is held at $14. 

The situation in the local wheat market 
shows an increasing demand for Manitoba 
wheat, in which there has been a good 
business lately, with pe pe firm; while 
red wheat has been dull and relatively 
weak, with the premium over the Decem- 
ber option the lowest of the season. With 
only a few hundred thousand bushels of 
red wheat here and considerable doing for 
export, the weakness of the winter wheat 
market was a little surprising. The vol- 
ume of export trade as a whole has shown 
some falling off during the past 10 days. 
There has been less interest in the corn 
market for export and a weakening in the 
price of corn, both cash and futures, partly 
owing to the large stocks and increasing 
receipts. Cash oats are very firm, with ex- 
porters good buyers, and the export move- 
ment proinises to continue large.

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* It is reported that the president of one 
of the codperative companies has handed 
in his resignation. 

The sale of 91,845 barrels last week rep- 
reseuted the consumption of about 562,000 
patent coiled hoops and 821,000 hickory 
hoops. The use of 2,350 10-hickory hoop 
barrels contributed materially to the show- 
ing made by that style of hoop. 

For the week ending Nov. 27, 10 shops 
at 10 outside points in the northwest sold 
7,660 barrels and made 6,125. No flour- 
barrel stock was received during the 
week by these shops. The points report- 
ing were St. Cloud, Anoka, New Ulm, 
Mankato, Houston, Red Wing, Cannon 
Falls, Shakopee, Faribault, Minn., and 
La Crosse, Wis. 

The Sixth Street shop had all its sur- 
plus barrels exhausted last week an.l, with 
a big run in prospect at least part of the 
present week, it felt constrained to put 
about eight hired coopers at work today, 
in addition to its members. The North 


Star also had a pretty heavy business last- 


week, but has not found it necessary to 
increase its working force. 

The patent infringement suit of the 
Pillsbury company and Francis X. Hoop- 
er vs the American Wired Hoop Co., of 
Superior, Wis., came up in the United 
States court at St. Paul, last week, 
Wednesday. The point at issue was as to 
the use of a certain machine for printing 
on wood and in two colors at one operation, 
the contention by plaintiffs being that a 
machine used by defendant and manu- 
factured by the Cross Press & Sign Co., 
was an infringement of a patent issued to 
Mr. Hooper and now controlled by the 
Pillsbury company. After a day’s argu- 
ment on both sides, Judge Locbren held 
that the broad claims of the Hooper pat- 
ent were infringed upun by the defend- 
ant’s machine, aud ordered a decree 
and injunction entered in favor of the 
Pillsbury company. The American Wired 
Hoop Co., in using the machine in ques- 
tion, is understood to have done so at the 
request of the Imperial Mill Co., of 
Duluth, the latter really making the 
defense in the suit. The Hooper machine 
was put into use by the Pillsbury com- 
pany some three years back, for printing 
its flour brands on heading and staves, 
and these brands have become quite a dis- 
tinctive feature of the Pillsbury barrels. 
By the adoption of it, paints are kept out 
of the Pillsbury mills, and a source of 
more or less trouble is thus avoided. Be- 
sides, the branding of the company’s bar- 
rels was much more perfect and neat than 
was possible by hand. 


Minneapolis shops last week had the best 
barrel business of _ week this fall. 
Nevertheless, the sales lacked a good deal 
of equaling those for the corresponding 
time a year ago. The mills ran heavily, 
and they wanted barrels four storage pur- 
poses at Buffalo. If boats continue to 
run on the lakes, and the present mild 
weather is very favorable, a good deal 
more flour will be shipped this week in 
wood, and barrel sales may again be 
large. This spurt, just before the close 
of navigation, is very welcome to the 
coopers, as it affords them an opportunity 
to clean out their stored packages, as 
well as use up accumulated stock, and 
they will be in much better shape to enter 
upon the dull winter season. What is in 
store for the shops from Jan. 1 to spring 
is a matter of conjecture. With no large 
stocks of flour at Buffalo, there is room 
for the belief that barrels will be in con- 
siderably better demand than in other 
years; but there is no positive assurance.

Barrel stock is unchanged. The in- 


creased barrel sales at Minneapolis will 
naturally result in the cleaning up of 
much stock on hand, and give the shops 
“un Opportunity to receive more, and per- 
haps catch up on contracts. No. 1 elm 
staves are = quoted at $6.50 per M, 
though intimations are thrown out that 
a good quality can be bought for less, per- 
haps $6.25. This version comes from the 
coopers’ side, and some allowance may be 
made for it on that account. However, 
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there are shops that are now using the best 
quality of Michigan staves that cost them 
only $6.25,and it would not be extraor- 
dinary if other offerings were made on 
the same basis, The chance for any radi- 
cal advance in heading appears to be no 
longer thought of, and about all the fac- 
tories are now reported to be willing to 
sell at 3'4c per set. Coopers would not 
now contract at 35c, were they given the 
opportunity, as they feel that to do so 
would be unnecessary. The worst of the 
season is past, and they feel pretty cer- 
tain of being able to buy at 83'%c right 
along. There is apparently nothing doing 
in coiled elm hoops. Some nearby fac- 
tories, whose hoops are uncertain as to 
quality, would probably be willing to 
make considerable of a shading from cur- 
rent quotations to make sales. Otherwise, 
old prices rule.

A New Feed Mill. 











This is the year when millers can make 
a feed mill pay in handling their screen- 
ings and low-grade wheat, and, for this 
reason, millfurnishers are having an un- 
usual demand for such machines. Such a 


mill is just being introduced on the mar- 
ket by the Strong & Northway Mfg. Co. 
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It is two pairs of rolls high, and is suit- 
able for corn as well as other kinds of 
feed. In the designing of it, particular 
pains was taken to secure convenience in 
the driving parts and adjustments. The 
company says that it is the only four-roller 
feed mill on the market, driven with a 
single belt and using endless belts on the 
slow side, instead of gears. This all-belt 
drive, as everybody knows, is an advan- 
tage, as if runs very quietly as compared 
with gears,and enables a change of differ- 


.ential to be made by chunging the size of 


one of the pulleys. The bearings of the 


rolls are large, and the beit contact is 
good, so that it runs easily, and can be 
speeded up as high as desired without dan- 
ger of the bearings getting hot. The ma- 
chine is up to date in every way, being 
designed to meet the needs of the times, 
and will undoubtedly make a good record 
for itself. 


The Iron King Flour Packer. 





In the past two years, the exportation of 
millfeed, particularly from the northwest, 
has become quite a feature of the milling 
business. One of the essentials to suc- 
cess was the compressing of bran toa 
certain compactness, that the most favor- 
able freights might be obtained. As feed 
is bulky, the rates vary according to the 
number of cubic feet occupied by a given 
pany A of it. This applies also in some 

to domestic shipments. Therefore, 
it is very important to the miller that he 
should have a good packer for his feed. It 
is —— desirable to have a good packer 
for barre)s. 

Recognizing these wants, the S. Howes 
Co., of Silver Creek, N. Y., less than a 
year ago placed upon the market a new 
packer designed to meet the requirements 
of the miller to the fullest extent. The 
machine was named the ‘‘Iron King,’’ 





and a cut of it accompanies this article. 
When the packing annex of the Anchor 
(Pillsbury) mill at Minneapolis was re- 
built last April, after being burned out, 
it was equipped with seven of these pack- 
ers, and they have given such unqualified 
satisfaction that Head Miller J. H. Miller 
has recently given an order for one to be 
placed in the Pillsbury B mill. The ma- 
chine could hardly be subjected to a more 
severe test. 

In describing the ‘‘Iron King,’’ the S. 
Howes Co. has this to say of it: ‘‘This 
acker is very strongly built, with cast- 
ron front. The journals for shafts are 
cast in the frame, keeping the shafts in 
line with one another, and the gears in 
true position. The iron front also strength- 
ens the frame, giving great solidity and 
smooth working. The arrangements of 
the bearings in the iron frame allow an 
adjustment of the shafts, thereby enabling 
the operator to keep the gears cena oe mf 
at right angle with the pitch line, whic 
adds greatly to the life of gears. The top 
of the auger shaft runs in a ball-bearing 
journal. This does away with a large 
amount of friction and insures smooth and 
steady running, which means a large sav- 
ing of power. The friction clutch is very 
strongly made, and is of our own design. 
The male pulley is set-screwed on the 
shaft, the female pulley is loose, and oper- 
ated by a hand lever; thus the gears are 
always in mesh and have not to be thrown 
in and out of gear to start and stop the 
packer. The ‘Iron King’ has _ proved 
itself to be the fastest packer on the mar- 
ket, is recommended as a labor-saving 
machine and will pay for itself in a very 
short time. It packs very evenly and does 
not burst the sacks. The machine oper- 
ates automatically throughout; all that is 
required of the operator is to place the 
barrel or sack, raise the platform by rais- 
ing the friction lever, turn on the feed, 
and the machine stops when the barrel or 
sack is filled, automatically throwing out 
the feed at the same time. It is made to 
pack any size of sack or barrel.’’
